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Tribnte to 200 Years of Freedom: 


P RECISELY 190 years after the birth of the United States of America, 
Congress decided it appropriate to rededicate the principals of freedom 
upon which the nation was founded. The truths that were so self-evident in 
the Declaration of Independence — that all men are created equal, that they 
are endowed by their Creator with certain inalienable rights: life, liberty and 
the pursuit of happiness — were reaffirmed.

The national coordinating body for 
the government's bicentennial plans 
was the American Revolution Bicenten- 
nial Commission fARBC]. Composed of 
members of Congress, members of the 
executive branch, and seventeen public 
members,^ the ARBC was charged with 
preparing ''an overall program for com- 
memorating the bicentennial of the 
American Revolution, and to plan, en- 
courage, develop and coordinate obser- 
vances and activities commemorating 
the historic events that preceded and 
are associated with the American 
Revolution."^ 

The ARBC was required to "submit to 
the President a comprehensive report 
incorporating its specific recommen- 
dations for commemoration of the 
bicentennial.... This report may recom- 
mend activities such as... (7) the issuance 
of commemorative coins, medals, cer- 
tificates of recognition, and stamps."^ 

The time limit for filing this report was, 
“Not later than two years after the date 
of the enactment of this Act, or July 4, 
1968, but on December 12, 1967, Con- 
gress found it necessary to extend the 
limitation until July 4, 1969,^ and in 
October, 1969, further extended the 
filing date until July 4, 1970. ^ 

On July 4, 1970, two years after it was 
originally due, a “Report to the Presi- 
dent" was filed by the ARBC.®The basic 
plan was to "urge an examination of our 
country; its heritage and values."^ One 
method that it mentioned in almost a 
casual manner was accomplishing this 
through the use of commemorative 


coins and medals. "A comprehensive 
study on the use of commemorative 
medals and coins to perpetuate the 
Bicentennial Era is well underway," the 
report said. "A special advisory panel of 
experts in the field of numismatics in- 
tends to deliver its recommendations by 
the last quarter 1970."^° 

Those recommendations would even- 
tually set the stage for one of the most 
Important numismatic events in our 
country's history — the striking of cir- 
culating coin of the realm to com- 
memorate the bicentennial of the 
American Revolution. 

Coins & Medals Advisory Panel Created 

Although the ARBC was specifically 
charged with making recommendations 
about appropriate numismatic com- 
memoration of the Bicentennial, it was 
not until February 25, 1970, that a Coins 
and Medals Advisory Panel was created, 
and a chairman named. The prospec- 
tive members of the Advisory Panel 
were screened between March and 
May, 1970, undergoing routine security 
checks and investigation by both the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation and the 
Internal Revenue Service. 

On April 16, 1970, panel Chairman 
George Lang received his first report 
from the ARBC on theCoinsand Medals 
Advisory Panel. Sent by Hugh A. Hall, 
deputy executive director of the ARBC, 
the report consisted largely of cor- 
respondence received on the topic of 
numismatic commemoration of the 
Bicentennial up to April 15, 1970. Two

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other reports would be written and 
submitted to the chairman before the 
panel met for the first time in 
September, 1970. 

ARBC Report Number One on Coins 
and Medals was written by F. Patrick 
Butler, who served the ARBC in a multi- 
faceted role. He was an executive assis- 
tant to the chairman of the Advisory 
Panel, numismatic coordinator for the 
Bicentennial Commission, and an effec- 
tive administrator for the coins and 
medals program of the ARBC. 

After giving an extensive background 
to Chairman Lang on the distinction 
between a commemorative coin and 
medal (Lang was not a collector and thus 
had to be given basic, fundamental 
information concerning distinctions 
which a numismatists takes for 
granted),^^ the report recommended 
that panel action had to come from four 
principle sectors: the Treasury Depart- 
ment, coin corporations, numismatists, 
and the public.’^ 

Then, the report neatly summarized 
the viewpoints of each of the four 
sectors that the panel would ultimately 
have dealings with: 

[T]he Treasury Department is taking 
a conservative stand in relation to 
the origination of new coins; the 
coin corporations are primarily in- 


terested in providing assistance bas- 
ed on a quid pro quo philosophy 
with the Commission; the 
numismatists are primarily in- 
terested in their collections, reflec- 
ting at the same time a genuine 
purpose in developing American 
interest in history through 
numismatism; and the public has 
taken a subjective patriotic concern 
that their ideas for new coins should 
be taken into consideration by the 
Commission. 

It was obvious to the Bicentennial 
Commission that policy guidelines 
would be required before it could effec- 
tively deal with the issue of com- 
memorative coins and medals. The 
vested interests of coin corporations, 
the concerns of numismatists and the 
collecting public, and the position taken 
by the bureaucracy within the Treasury 
department (representing the Ad- 
ministration) — plus the views of the 
general, non-collecting public — all 
would have to be carefully considered 
before positive action could be taken. 

In order to accomplish this, the first 
ARBC report posed an important ques- 
tion that, ultimately, the Coins and 
Medals Advisory Panel would have to 
answer: ‘‘Should a commemorative coin 
(currency) be made?"^® For the sake of

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advocacy, the report answered the 
question affirmatively, and then ex- 
plored several of the options that the 
panel would have to consider. Among 
the questions that the report proposed 
that panel members come to grips with 
were: 

(2) Should a change be initiated for 
every coin, only a few, or a single 
symbolic coin in the currency system 
(including paper currency)? 

(3) What would be the schedule for 
implementation? 

(4) How would the designs be chosen? 

(5) Should the coins be utilized by the 
Commission for proofs and sets under 
special package for the purpose of 
obtaining revenue?^^ 

A similar number of questions were also 
explored for Bicentennial medal 
issues. 20 

Up to this time, collectors had yet to 
become actively concerned about the 
Bicentennial's potential link with their 
hobby. The principle correspondence

received by the ARBC about possible 
coin and medal commemoration of the 
Bicentennial was from firms engaged in 
the field of medallic arts . 21 

The commission staff was responsible 
for answering these queries, and it is not 
unlikely that much of the ''numismatic 
education" that they received for what 
would later become the coins and 
medals program came originally from 
the inquiries and the research that was 
done to accurately answer them. 

The major task at this juncture for the 
ARBC staff was to be able to create an 
agenda of feasible recommendations 
that the Advisory Panel on Coins and 
Medals could use as a starting point. The 
arduous task of preparing the first report 
that would substantively deal with 
Bicentennial coinage proposals once 
again fell upon F. Patrick Butler . 22 

Coinage Change Proposed 

The second report of the ARBC on 
coins and medals programs was far more 
comprehensive than the first. In addl- 
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tion to defining various means of 
commemoration,23 the report also en- 
compassed the various aesthetic 
considerations,^^ the amount of revenue 
each different type of bicentennial 
coinage could create for the 

government,^5 timing, financing, dis- 
tribution, and production. 

Perhaps the single most important 
feature of the report was the series of 
twenty interviews conducted by F. 
Patrick Butler with various personalities 

associated with numismatics. jp. 

terviews, coupled with the position 
papers submitted by several 
organizations (commercial and private), 
formed the nucleus of the definitive 
recommendations initially made to the 
advisory panel. 

The most important preliminary work 
had now been done. Panel members 
would now have something to work 
with in draft form — to debate, iron out, 
and change. The final recommenda- 
tion of Report Number Two was that 
“the broadest possible program should 


be instituted by the Commission to 
involve the largest number of people in 
the total Bicentennial program. As a 
means to this end, the report 
recommended that “an effort be made 
to have a complete change in the coin of 
the realm by 1976“^® or the Issuance of a 
commemorative coin.^^ The report went 
on to say that “legislation [should] be 
Introduced as quickly as possible to 
obtain new coinsof the realm for issue in 
the year 1976.“^^ 

On July 4, 1970, four years after the 
American Revolution Bicentennial 
Commission was founded, and two 
years after its first report was scheduled 
for submission to the President of the 
United States, a comprehensive Report 
to the President was filed with the White 
House by the ARBC. 

“We Americans are a proud and 
mighty nation,'" the Bicentennial Com- 
mission told the President. The 
Bicentennial marks “the threshold of a 
most significant period" In our history. 
“The Festival of Freedom is the nation's

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Bicentennial celebration/' the report 
continued, and in order to make the 
200th anniversary of America's in- 
dependence "a solemn rededication 
and a joyous celebration... the Bicenten- 
nial should be national in scope... (and 
should) review and reaffirm the basic 
principles on which the nation was 
founded... Mife, liberty, and the pursuit 
of happiness'."^'* 

Call To Action 

Less than a month after the first 
progress report of the Bicentennial 
Commission was filed with the Presi- 
dent, the third report of the ARBC coins 
and medals advisory panel was com- 
pleted. By far the most comprehensive 
of the three done to that point, the 
report summarized the two previous 
papers and carried, in addition, the 
comments of the various advisory panel 
members on the proposals advanced in 
Report Number 2.^5 

The covering paper to Report 
Number 3^^ recommended that the Ad- 
visory Panel be called into plenary ses- 
sion in Washington no later than Oc- 
tober, 1970, to address three specific 
topics, the most important of which was 
the deliberations concerning specific 
'‘programs of action'' for bicentennial 
coin of the realm changes, paper money 
commemoration, and special com- 
memorative coinage. 

The major purpose of Report Number 
3 was to open the comments of the 
various members of the Advisory Panel 
to each other's cirticism and examina- 
tion. Thus, it was hoped that by the time 
of the plenary session in October, the 
members would have already substan- 
tially made up their minds asto the basic 
direction that the Bicentennial 
numismatic program should take. 


The Panel’s Response 

Eight of thirteen members of the 
Advisory Panel responded to the re- 
quest for their comments on the 
recommendations that coinage of the 
realm be changed in 1976, and that a 
commemorative coin and special proof 
set be introduced to reflect the 
Bicentennial.^® 

Herbert M. Bergen, president of the 
American Numismatic Association, 
spoke favorably of a national medal 
program and pointedly recommended 
that fractional currency be issued "in 50 
cent denomination. Bergen did not 
comment on specific coin and medal 
proposals, preferring to leave that "to 
those on the Panel who are more 
qualified and more familiar with 
medallic art."^® 

Mrs. Elvira Clain-Stefanelli, curator of 
the division of numismatics at the 
Smithsonian Institution, thought that 
the goal of the coins and medals 
program should be "(tjo create a highly 
impressive and artistic record in metal of 
the 200th anniversary of our Nation's 
birth,"'*! and thought the best means to 
do this would be through "a change of 
the entire official coinage (nickel, dime, 
quarter and half-dollar)."'*^ She further 
recommended that, "in order to comply 
with the partriotic commemoration of 
the Bicentennial Year... the dates 7776- 
7976 could appear... [on] the design of 
the coin, in which case special 
authorization from Congress would be 
required."'*^ Mrs. Clain-Stefanelli also 
advanced the possibility of striking a 
commemorative dollar because, "strik- 
ing a Commemorative half dollar would 
interfere with the regular issue,"'*'* and 
further noted that a precedent for such a 
coin had been set with the issuance of 
the Lafayette dollar in 1900.

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In order to best design the coins, Mrs. 
Clain-Stefanelli favored having '‘the 
best sculptors, representing various art 
trends... participate in an open 

competition. ''^5 

Mrs. Clain-Stefanelli's husband. Dr. 
Vladimir Clain-Stefanelli, is also curator 
of the Smithsonian's division of 
numismatics, and as a member of the 
panel, his views were somewhat more 
succinct than his wife's. “The American 
Revolution marks a turning point in our 
history," Dr. Stefanelli wrote. 
“American aspirations resulted in some 
of the most inspiring accomplishments 
of modern times, culminating in recent 
years with the Landing on the Moon.... 
The Bicentennial Celebration is the oc- 
casion when the people of this country 
and of the world should be made aware 
of these facts, which too many take for 
granted. A distinguished panel... should 
determine which ideals and ac- 
complishments should be emphasized.... 
The ideas chosen by the panel should 
become the subject for a new coinage 
and possibly paper currencies. Coins, 
after all, pervade everyday life and can 
serve as a constant reminder fof the 
celebration].''^^ 

The curator of European and modern 
coins of the American Numismatic 
Society, Henry Grunthal, had slightly 
different ideas. He proposed that “both 
coins and medals" be issued for the 
Bicentennial,^^ but that the coin should 
be “a $5.00 denomination."'*® Grunthal 
believed that “such a coin would not 
only be popular but it would be 
profitable for the U.S. Treasury, since 
such commemorative coins are usually 
kept and not redeemed. 

“I agree ... that ‘1976' would be a good

occasion to change the design of the 
country's coin," was the way Douglas 
MacAgy, Director of the National Ex- 
hibition Porgram of the National Coun- 
cil on the Arts commented in Report 
Number 3.^0 But, MacAgy noted, 
“Although I appreciate the PR 
usefulness of an open competition... 
often the best sculptors refuse to enter 
them. A closed competition seems 
preferable. 

Hobbyist publications were 
represented on the panel by Clifford 
Mishler, numismatic editor of 
Numismatic News Weekly, and Margo 
Russell, editor of Coin World. Mishler 
commented in early June that “the short 
time granted us to passon a ‘final report' 
which will establish the destiny of the 
ARBC numismatic activities is unfor- 
tunate and impractical, "52and in making 
recommendations three weeks later, 
noted that his assessment's “contents 
are at quite a variance with the proposals 
in the outline which wasprepared out of 
your office. "53 Mishler's aim was to focus 
“concentration... on a coin-paper 
money program, as opposed to a medal 
program, "5^ because “no media can be 
better used to achieve... selling and 
reselling the American ideal... [to] the 
masses than coins of the realm. "55 

Mishler called for special com- 
memorative issues in “an annual series 
(one issue per year) of historically 
significant [events], "5® and further said 
that “the bicentennial coinage should 
be in circulation or released in early 
January of 1976 for the maximum im- 
pact. "57 He also suggested that one 
means of assuring that sufficient coins 
were available would be the stockpiling 
of them. 58

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Favoring an 'open' rather than 'clos- 
ed' competition/'^^ Mishler thought it 
"most desirable to have the bicentennial 
coinage reflect completely new designs 
on both sides of the coins. He noted 
that "in a practical sense, however, it 
would undoubtedly be more logical to 
work for the introduction of new 
designs only on the reverses, retaining 
the present... obverse portraits."®! 

Margo Russell, editor of Coin World, 
called for "a change of design for all 
denominations of coinsof the realm... to 
bring the historic message to everyone 
through economic channels of the 
nation. Any such program, Mrs. 
Russell noted, "would depend directly 
upon the Bureau of the Mint's funding 
and production capacities as well as 
upon it's coin inventories. If a com- 
plete change was not possible, and "if 
the Bicentennial coinage is to be limited 
to one coin," Mrs. Russell noted that "it 
should be a fifty cent piece. She 
further proposed that profits from the 
coin's sale go to the ARBC.®® 

Calling a massive change "thrilling 
numismatically,"®® Mrs. Russell added 
that "[ajpart from the rapture of the 
numismatic public at a complete 
coinage change, we believe one of the 
prime goals would be accomplished — 
everyone would have instant opportuni- 
ty to enjoy and identify with a tangible 
symbol of the celebration.. .."®7 

Rather than sponsor an open com- 
petition, Mrs. Russell called for "an 
invitational design competition... 
although we believe the Mint engravers 
are among the finest in the world and 


would design coins worthy of the oc- 
casion."®® 

The final comment included a report 
by researcher Don Taxay, who said in 
part that "[njothing could be more 
appropriate to celebrate the American 
Revolution Bicentennial than a com- 
memorative coin and medal. 

"[T]he larger the coin, the better it is 
suited to commemorative purposes,"^® 
Taxay wrote. 

As to designs, Taxay thought that they 
"should be both historically and ar- 
tistically satisfying, and, therefore, the 
panel selecting these designs should 
comprise members collectively compe- 
tent to deal with both requirements."^! 
Yet, Taxay would certainly question the 
statement that the "U.S. Bureau of the 
Mint has a staff of designers, some of 
whom are considered to be outstan- 
ding.' One asks: 'considered by 
whom?' "72 

The Long Hot Summer 

The summer session between the 
issuance of Report Number 3 and the 
first scheduled plenary session of the 
Coins and Medals Advisory Panel in the 
fall was a long and hot one. Several 
members chafed from either the heat, or 
the lack of immediate activity and action 
by the panel as a whole. To pass the 
months more effectively, some of the 
panel members corresponded with each 

other.73 

Don Taxay wrote to Clifford Mishler in 
late June to thank him for sending "for 
my perusal, your recommendations to 
the Bicentennial Commission." Taxay

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did not care to comment on the funding 
proposals of either the ARBC or Mish- 
ler's ''dissenting opinions/' for "what 
concerns me more is that the Commis- 
sion should produce coins or medals 
that are distinguished in appearance, 
and fulfill the historic and artistic re- 
quirements of the occasion/'^-* 

"It would, in my judgement, be unfor- 
tunate to redesign only one side of any 
coin," Taxay responded to Mishler's 
earlier comment that a one-sided 
change was all that the panel would 
likely be able to press for/s "'From as far 
back as 1892, our leading medallists have 
resisted every such proposal. A coin, like 
any other work of art, is an indivisible 
unit, and its integrity is compromised by 
a promiscuous mating of obverse and 
reverse designs. 

Answering Taxay promptly, Mishler 
noted in part: "I agree with you [that] it 
would be 'unfortunate to redesign only 
one side of any coin,' and I would 
certainly hope that that would [not] 
happen. You will note that I call for a 
'completely redesigned range of coins 
for circulation,' although later in- 
dicating that we should at least have new 
reverses. They would, in my opinion, be 
better than nothing at all."^^ 

Henry Grunthal also wrote to Mishler 
on June 24, expressing some views of his 
own and noting that he agreed "with 
most of your ideas."^® Dr. Vladimir 
Clain-Stefanelli dropped a short note to 
Mishler saying that he was "delighted to 
say that apparently we are on similar 
wave lengths. "79 

Panel Chairman George Lang, also a 
member of the ARBC, had a thriving 
correspondence with Joseph M. Segel, 
president of The Franklin Mint. Segel 
had urged Lang to request that the panel 
"neither duplicate nor create conflicts

with any... programs" of The Franklin 
Mint, specifically "commemorating the 
Bicentennial through coins and 
medals..."®®, but Lang responded by 
noting the responsibility the panel had 
to "include the interest of all 
Americans."®^ 

The mid-summer doldrums were in- 
terrupted in mid-August by an annual 
event — the anniversary convention of 
the American Numismatic Association. 
Founded seventy-nine years previously, 
the ana's convention was being held in 
St. Louis, Missouri, that year. The locale 
provided an appropriate forum for a 
hometown United States Represen- 
tative, Congresswoman Leonor K. Sul- 
livan, Democrat of Missouri.

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Mrs. Sullivan’s Important Speech 

In her opening address to the conven- 
tion, Mrs. Sullivan spoke about 
“Numismatic Views from the Hill/'s^ a 
broad topic which enabled her to com- 
ment on the substantive action, or 
proposed legislation, pending before 
the Subcommittee on Consumber Af- 
fairs of the House Bankingand Currency 
Committee which, then as now, she 
heads. The subcommittee has had 
jurisdiction over ail coinage legislation 
since 1963, when it was assigned mint- 
related bills as a result of ''a casual 
decision at a time [when] all of the 
divergent areas of responsibility of the 
Banking Committee were being com- 
pressed into seven narrowly defined and 
specialized subcommitteefs].''®^ 

Although Mrs. Sullivan explained that 
the subcommittee had decided in 1963 
“to put aside — pidgeonhole — all bills 
proposing the minting of com- 
memorative coins,“®4 the legislator 
noted that “with the approaching 
bicentennial of our independence in 
1976, the former Director of the Mint, 
that dynamic lady from Nevada Miss Eva 
Adams... urged upon us some time ago, 
prior to leaving office, that the bicenten- 
nial celebration of our founding be 
observed numismatically by the 
issuance of appropriate new coins. 
Mrs. Sullivan advised that she believed 
Mrs. Mary T. Brooks, current Director of 
the Mint, “would also like to see this 
done.“®6 While careful not to endorse 
any specific bicentennial coin proposal, 
Mrs. Sullivan gave the idea tentative 
backing. 

Less than a month after Mrs. Sullivan's 
address at the ANA convention, the 
notice of the first plenary session of the 
panel was mailed out to members along 


with an agenda of discussion. 87 As the 
September 29 meeting day approached, 
the professional staff of the advisory 
panel began to prepare a flurry of 
memos and drafts for the members. 
Important briefing sheets were also 
prepared, telling the members exactly 
what was expected to occur in Federal 
Office Building number/ on 17th Street 
at Pennsylvania Avenue, N.W., site of 
the meeting. 

Preliminary business that the panel 
faced during its opening day, September 
29, was an open session in the morning, 
and an open hearing in the afternoon. 
The public was invited to attend both. 
Under the tentative schedule, the 
members would be welcomed by Chair- 
man Lang, hear an address by panel 
member Sen. Mark O. Hatfield (R-Ore.), 
and then have a discussion period 
before adjourning to lunch. 

In the afternoon, open hearings were 
scheduled where the position papers of 
the United States Mint, the American 
Numismatic Association, The Franklin 
Mint, Paramount International Coin 
Corp., and Medallic Art Company were 
to be presented. 88 

As it happened. Senator Hatfield was 
unable to attend because of pressing 
Senate business, and the schedule had 
to be revised to allow testimony to be 
taken during the morning session of the 
plenary session. 

1970 Advisory Panel Meeting 

The Advisory Panel on Coins and 
Medals of the ARBC convened in 
Washington city on September 29, 1970, 
with George F. Lang of New York 
presiding. Panel participants in addition 
to Lang included Margo Russell, editor 
of Coin World, whom Lang named vice

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chairman. Other members present in- 
cluded : Mrs. Mary T. Brooks, Director of 
the Mint; Mrs. Elvira Clain-Stefanelli, 
and Dr. Vladimir Clain-Stefanelli, 
curators of the Smithsonian Institution 
division of numismatics; Henry 
Grunthal, curator of modern coinsatthe 
American Numismatic Society; Clifford 
Mishler, editor of Numismatic News 
Weekly; Douglas MacAgy, member of 
the Fine Arts Commission; and Don 
Taxay, numismatic author. The 
professional staff of the panel was also 
present: F. Patrick Butler, executive 
secretary; Eugene Skorka, legal counsel; 
Joseph Morrison, executive secretary to 
the ARBC; and Judy Moy, administrative 
assistant.^ 

Lang welcomed the members, telling 
them that “we are ail very grateful that 
you came, and then began to launch 
into his prepared agenda. The panel's 
job, Lang told them, would be to 
analyze, recommend, and submit in 
writing... its recommendation for the 
issuance of commemorative medals 
and/or coins, including: 

No. 1. The size, shape and estimated 
quantity of medals and/or coins to be 
issued. 

No. 2. Procedure to create, design and 
also general procedures in connec- 
tion with it. 

No. 3. Method of distribution. 

No. 4. Allocation of profits, if any. 

No. 5. Subject matter of proposed 
medals and/or coins. 

No. 6. A careful analysis of all 
proposals and recommendations sub- 
mitted to date from professionals, the 
industry, and from the public. 

The importance of the panel, Lang 


told the assembled group, was that the 
coins and medal proposals that it 
authorized would be “perhaps the only 
area... in an entire Bicentennial Program 
where [an] historical... reaffirmation of 
the principles on which the nation was 
founded, and for a new understanding 
of our heritage, can be important. This is 
an area where millions of people can 
actively engage. 

Margo Russell introduced the panel 
members to each other, and to the 
chairman,^^ whereupon Butler told the 
panel members that their projected 
schedule for the two days of meetings 
would be both busy and actlve.^^ 

1876 Centennial Recalled 

First to address the panel was Hank 
Spangenberger of Englewood, Ohio. An 
antiquarian dealing professionally in 
numismatic items of the centennial 
period, and a longtime collector and 
ANA member, Spangenberger gave a 
brief description of several 1876 centen- 
nial medals that had accompanied him 
and then answered questions from the 
panel and the audience attending the 
open session. 

Mrs. Russell asked Spangenberger If 
there was a “single philosophy" or any 
“one theme" that characterized the 
medallic work of the centennial 
period.^® “To my knowledge," 
Spangenberger replied, “they had no 
theme as far as the medallic work 

goes. "^7 

“I was quite disappointed," he con- 
tinued, “that there was no consideration 
given to coinage outside the fact that a 
number of pattern dollars were propos- 
ed during the period."^® “They did put

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on a nice collection of medals... 
authorized by Congress/'^ he con- 
tinued, adding that "'many foreign 
countries struck medals for the 
American Centennial as well.''^o<^ 

Following Spangenberger's historical 
presentation to the panel. Mint Director 
Mary T. Brooks made her presentation 
on behalf of the Treasury Department. 
In delivering the Administration posi- 
tion, Mrs. Brooks said that ''theTreasury 
Department opposes the minting of 
special-event, non-circulating com- 
memorative coins'' because the coins 
‘'do not serve as a medium of exchange, 
are not readily available and 
recognizable to the public, invade the 
production capacities of the Mint and... 
have been the subject fin the past) of 
hoarding and profiteering . "101 

“In short," Mrs. Brooks concluded, 
“commemorative coins tend to defeat 
the purpose of the coinage system. "^02 

The Mint's Alternative 

Detailing the abuses created In the 
past,io3 Mrs. Brooks suggested that an 
alternative to commemorative issues be 
considered. The Treasury's solution, ap- 
parently designed to placate coin collec- 
tors rather than significantly make the 
numismatic aspects of the Bicentennial 
national In scope, was “to create a 
special package noting the 200th an- 
niversary for Its proof and uncirculated 
mint sets sold during 1976,"io^ and “to 
produce [a] national medal in honor of 
the nation's 200th anniversary... [which 


would be released] at cost to the 
Bicentennial Commission for distribu- 
tion and sale. "’05 

Under questioning from Lang, Mrs. 
Brooks admitted that she was “merely 
putting forth... the position that we have 
to take for the reasons that I specified... 
although I can sympathize with the 
position of everybody In the room."’06 

Mrs. Brooks did say, however, that “If 
Congress, in its ultimate wisdom, sees fit 
to pass a bill authorizing us to strike a 
commemorative coin for the bicenten- 
nial, we shall proceed. 

Lang did not find the Mint position 
logical, and bluntly said so in his assess- 
ment. “I need convincing," he 
declared.’®® Mishler and Taxay appeared 
equally unconvinced, judging by their 
piercing questions of the mint direc- 
tor.’®® Throughout the questioning, Mrs. 
Brooks consistently reiterated that “if 
Congress decides that they want us to 
change the coinage for the Bicentennial, 
why, we will do so,"”® and that “we will 
follow the instructions of Congress 
completely."”’ Mishler observed that 
the Treasury viewpoint could be summ- 
ed up by saying that if the panel had any 
intent of issuing commemorative 
coinage for the Bicentennial, it had 
better secure an Act of Congress order- 
ing it."”2 

Mrs. Brooks was followed as a witness 
by William L. Dickey, Deputy Assistant 
Secretary of the Treasury, who 
reiterated the Treasury's position by 
saying that they were “in full con-

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currence'' with the views that Mrs. 
Brooks had earlier expressed. 

''Our overriding and highest purpose 
is to preserve the federal monetary 
system/' Dickey declared, "and the 
coins are meant to circulate and be a 
medium of exchange. To create a special 
item commemorative of a special event 
is inconsistent with that purpose. 

Dickey also opposed a coin of the 
realm change, but conceded that if 
Congress wished to make a judgement 
that such a change was desirable, the 
Treasury would produce the coin. 
"Congress's expertise is in the sentiment 
of the American people," he said, "and 
if the sentiment of the American people 
Is such that they feel that this event 
warrants that level of commemoration, 
then Congress should make that judge- 
ment. We are simply not in a position to 

make that judgement. 

One key question was put to Dickey 
by Eugene Skora, counsel to the panel, 
"Has the Treasury considered either a 
complete change of coinage for '76, as 
the occasion, or perhaps a change of 
those units which have run, or will have 
run, their statutory minimum period of 
time by ' 76 ."ii 6 

Dickey's response was that this had 
"not fully" been considered, although, 
"I think there has been some brief 
mention made of it in the discussions I 
have been party to... . We have not fully 
considered a complete change In the 

coinage. 

Thus, as late as October, 1970, the 
Treasury Department had little if any 
intent of changing the coinage for the 
Bicentennial, of issuing any com- 


memorative coinage for the event, or of 
making any suitable commemoration 
other than a national medal. The 
reasons, apparently, had to do with 
tradition, but panel members question- 
ed this and Dickey had to carefully 
respond. 

Douglas MacAgy of the Fine Arts 
Commission made the first inquiry in 
this area, asking Dickey whether or not 
there had ever been a previous "across 
the board change of design In the 
coinage. ..in a single year."^"*® Dickey 
could not answer, however Don Taxay, 
the expert numismatic researcher said 
"the last one was In 1892, when we 
changed the design" to the Barber 
series. Chairman Lang responded to 
this by saying that that "is a 
precedent. 

Dickey responded negatively to this, 
noting in part that "a general conversion 
of the coinage... taxes the capacity of the 
Mint to a great extent Mint Director 
Brooks, sitting beside Dickey, added 
that "if we changed the design of each of 
our coins... two or three billion of them 
would go into hiding immediately. 
The latter argument was to be repeated 
again and again, most recently and most 
effectively before Congress. 

ANA and Others Testify 

The remainder of the open session 
dealt with the position papers of the 
ANA,i23 The Franklin Mint,^^'* Medallic 
Art Co., and Paramount International 
Coin Corp .126 

The ANA, represented by Governor 
Eldridge Jones, noted in part that after 
reading Report Number 3, "It was dlf-

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ficult not to conclude that there is 
general agreement by all that an official 
medal in one or more forms and sizes 
should be issued, that at least one 
commemorative coin should be struck 
by the United States Mint, and that our 
national currency should in some way 
reflect the observence of the Bicenten- 
nial celebration/'i27 

Next to testify was Joseph M. Segel, 
president of The Franklin Mint. 
Although opposed to striking national 
mint medals, Segel said thatThe Franklin 
Mint ''wholeheartedly support[s] the 
recommendation of the American 
Numismatic Association and others to 
change the designs of our circulating 
coins and paper money for the 
bicentennial.''^^® "By adopting this 
plan," Segel said, "the ARBC can assure 
the involvement of our entire popula- 
tion in the Bicentennial 

commemoration. "129 

Criticism of the issuance of medals by 
the government caused a brief flare-up 
between Segel and Lang, who ad- 
monished The Franklin Mint chief ex- 
ecutive that "a mandate was given to the 
Commission to recommend to the Presi- 
dent of the United States what it thinks is 
right and desirable to commemorate the 
200th anniversary of our nation.... Any 
other interpretation in this area is quite 
incorrect. "1^ Segel's response was that 
"there seems to have been some pre- 
conceived conclusions that have been 
expressed that there has to be some 
official commemorative medal 
program... and 1 don't think that is the 
case."''3i 


Medallic Art Company, ably 
represented by William Trees Louth, its 
president, believed that both a national 
medal and coin of the realm would be 
appropriate. Indeed, Louth had made 
such a recommendation in 1966 . 1^2 

Paramount International Coin Corp. 
presented its case next, and Edward 
Moss noted that while Paramount was 
"not commenting on the possibilities of 
commemorative coinage" because they 
"defer in that field to those in the 
Treasury," they did have a number of 
substantive comments to make about 
medals that are outside the scope of this 
study. 133 

Late in the afternoon, the panel 
recessed — scheduled to reconvene the 
following morning in executive session. 

Substantive Work Begins 

September 30, the day after the Coins 
and Medals Advisory Panel held its 
plenary session, was scheduled as the 
period during which the panel would 
"develop an organizational framework 
and policy format."i34 On that, the se- 
cond day of meetings, several new 
members were admitted to 
membership. They included James A. 
Conlon, director of the Bureau of 
Engraving and Printing; Herbert Bergen, 
president of the American Numismatic 
Association; Eric P. Newman, collector 
and researcher; and Ralph J. Menconi, 
noted sculptor.135 

Two sub-panels were formed during 
the executive session, i36 one that would 
handle the design, composition, and 
metal content of the medallic and coin

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items, while the second would encom- 
pass packaging, distribution and timing 
of proposals. Elvira Clain-Stefanelli was 
named chairman of the first subcom- 
mlttee,^^^ while Newman was asked to 
head the second. 

Still to be determined was the purpose 
of the advisory panel and its sub-panels, 
but Chairman Lang had been busy work- 
ing this out the evening before.^39 
Reading the draft of his proposals to the 
panel, Lang said In part that the purpose 
of the panel would be ''to provide 
research, professional opinions, and 
recommendations requested by the 
chairman of the Panel responding to the 
[American Revolution Bicentennial] 
Commission's needs, on the role of 
coins and medals In the Bicentennial."^^® 


Six Areas Considered 

More specifically, the panel was 
charged by the chairman with con- 
sidering six major areas associated with 
numismatic commemoration of the 
Bicentennial. Lang told the panel that 
they would examine: 

A. Alteration of the coin of the realm 
and such ancillary considerations as 
historical research, legislation, design 
and distribution 

B. Commemorative coinage and ... 
ancillary considerations 

C. Paper currency 

D. Commemorative medals 

E. Philatelic-Numismatic com- 
binations 

F. Related events 

Although the chairman nextdiscussed 


the composition of the panel,^^^ he 
evidently was satisfied with the selection 
made, for he noted that what this really 
was was a formality, or as he termed it, "a 
post facto definition. Nevertheless, 
the panel members were termed by 
Lang as "able professionals in the field 
[who] will be accepted by recognized 
organizations and professionals related 
to numismatism and the Bicenten- 
nial. 

Subcommittees were to be "primarily 
staffed by Panel members,"^^^ Lang 
noted, and formal voting procedures 
were established. Before reporting to 
the full commission, "voting on Panel 
recommendations will be by majority 
vote at plenary session. 

"Time Is very short," Lang warned the 
panel, and "we are actually behind in 
the time schedule," due to the late 
formation. "Consequently," he told 
them, "in today's working session [we] 
must come to certain basic 
conclusions."^^® Those conclusions 
would then become the panel's formal 
recommendations that Lang would 
bring back to the full ARBC.^'*^ 

For each of the six principle items 
discussed,^5o Lang noted that eight sub- 
points would have to be covered. These 
included the feasibility of the proposal; 
timing; metal content; design; packag- 
ing; distribution; sales; and revenue 
potential to the ARBC.^^i 

In considering the alteration of the 
coin of the realm, five subdivisions had 
been established by the panel staff in 
Report Number 2.^52 These possibilities

Lang had decided that the best ap- 
proach to discussing the various coinage 
proposals for the Bicentennial would be 
to divide them into three categories: 
changing the designs on all coins, 
changing the designs on one or more 
(but not all) coins,or making no change 
at all/54 In order to assure that each area 
received a fair hearing, discussion oc- 
curred on each major point. The panel 
got bogged down, however, on the 
definition of a commemorative coin.^^s 

Was a commemorative coin con- 
sidered to be coin of the realm, one 
panel member asked. If it was, did 
approving such a coin mean that the 
panel was not approving of any other 
changes? Was such a commemorative to 
be a special issue coin, or would it be 
a circulation issue? For more than an 
hour, confusion reigned as the panel 
members tried to come to grasps with 
what was essentially a semantical issue. 
Finally, the panel accepted Eric New- 
man’s definition that any coin honoring 
an event or a person was a com- 
memorative, and that the principle thing 
that the panel had to decide was 
"'whether that commemorative coin is 
part of the coin of the realm and 
replaces a coin of the realm, or whether 
it is an addition to the coin of the 

realm. "'156 

In the middle of this debate over the 
definition of a commemorative coin, the 
panel members also discussed how long

such a change would be employed. Is it 
""during the actual year of 1976, or is it 
from 1975 to 1983?'' Lang asked. ^^7 j^is 
brought in the question of the legal 
length of a coin's design, and found Mrs. 
Brooks favoring a ""change [in] the 
design [which would] circulate for a 
certain number of years" rather than for 
just a short period. ‘‘58 

The mode of changing the coin's 
design for the Bicentennial was also 
subject to debate. One popular notion 
at the time was to use a double-dating 
system, ""1776-1976," but Eric Newman 
doused that suggestion by calling it 
""meaningless. "159 Clifford Mishler 
suggested that only the reverse of the 
coin be changed, however under 
questioning of Don Taxay, who opposed 
the ""one sided change... [as] bad prac- 
tice, Mishler clarified his position by 
stating that he was calling for a change in 
the reverse design and the continued 
use of the president depicted on the 
coin's obverse — though not necessarily 
the same portrait as currently used. 1^2 

Call For a Vote 

Lang finally called for a preliminary 
vote, the result of which was apparently 
as confusing to the chairman as to the 
panelists voting. Given three areas in 
which to vote: in favor of changing all 
coins, some coins, or none, five 
members voted in favor of changing all 
coins, while seven voted against chang- 
ing all coins. One member additionally 
voted to change some coins, and then 
six votes were received from members 
opposing any change. The confusion 
necessarily arose because only twelve 
votes were supposed to have been 
cast. 183 ‘/t doesn't make sense," Lang 
told the panel. 18^

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The apparent explanation was that 
after the panel had rejected changing all 
the coins, some of those favoring the 
proposal decided to vote against any 
change. ''I am for all or nothing/' ex- 
plained Clifford Mishler.165 

Realizing that the panel members 
were confused, Lang allowed for con- 
siderable discussion on the issue — 
opting to call for a revote later on the 
agenda. 

Mishler explained his true feelings 
when he said he was ''still for a group of 
coins," adding that, "as far as a com- 
memorative which would be sold solely 
at a premium, this would be a very 
secondary offering, as far as I am con- 
cerned."^^ His true preference, he add- 
ed, "is that the range of coinage... be 
circulated. "^^7 

Assuming that Congress went along 
with a proposed coin of the realm 
(circulation issue) change, Mrs. Brooks 
was asked if the Mint could produce 
sufficient quantities of them to "get to 
the hinterlands."’^ "If it Is a circulating 
quarter," she responded, "It will cer- 
tainly get to the hinterlands, because it 
will be the only issue of that year. If we 
change It."’^^ Thus, Mrs. Brooks said, the 
Mint would seem to have no objection 
to producing a coin to be used in place 
of an existing coin of the realm; it merely 
did not want to produce standard coin 
of the realm in all denominations and 
augment one particular denomination 
with a coin of different design. 

Talking about which denominations 
might be changed, ANA President 
Herbert Bergen suggested the use of the 
then-proposed Eisenhower dollar, 
which had yet to be authorized by 
Congress. ’7° For political reasons, 
however, panel members agreed that 


the removal of Eisenhower's portrait was 
not feasible. The same criticism was 
made of any proposal to take Kennedy's 
bust off the half dollar. Mrs. Brooks did 
not seem to care which coin was chosen, 
so long as it wasn't the one cent piece. 
"Don't do it to the penny," she said.’^i 

One fear that some panel members 
brought up was that changing the design 
on one coin for the Bicentennial would 
cause hoarding of the piece when it was 
released. "I am afraid that the man on 
the street will not receive the coin," 
Margo Russell said,’72 and Lang ap- 
parently shared the view. Talking about 
the hoarding of the Kennedy half dollar, 
Mrs. Brooks added fuel to the con- 
troversy of a single bicentennial issue. 
"[I]f you only do theonecoln,"shesaid, 
"it will not circulate no matter how 
many you have."’^^ 

A Second Vote 

Lang brought the discussion to a halt 
by saying that it was once again time to 
vote on the proposals at hand. The first 
question Lang put to the panel was 
whether "a single dignified com- 
memorative coin should be 
recommended in connection with the 
Bicentennial celebration. "’^4 On first 
count, eight panel members were 
counted in favor; the chairman added 
himself to make nine.’^^ Then, realizing 
that he had miscounted, he called for a 
second vote. This time, ten members 
voted in favorof the proposal, while one 
voted against and two abstained. 

Next, the panel voted on whether 
they favored any change atall in the coin 
of the realm. This time, twelve members 
voted favorably, and one voted against. 
Mint Director Brooks again stood in 
opposition. ’77 To find the consensus of

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the panel, Lang broke this change into 
degrees: those favoring the change of 
design on one coin; on more than one 
coin, but less than all coins; on ail coins, 
and on noneJ^® This time, the contrast 
with the original vote was startling: 
three panel members favored changing 
one coin only; one panel member, 
Ralph Menconi, favored changing more 
than one but not all coins; eight 
members including ANA President 
Bergen favored changing the designs on 
all coins, and Mint Director Brooks 
favored no change at all.^^^ 

Then, the panel discussed the use of 
commemorative pieces, as distinct from 
coin of the realm changes. The com- 
memorative pieces that they discussed 
here are comparable to the 144 pieces 
comprising a set of silver 50 cent pieces 
(beginning with the Columbian Exposi- 
tion issue). By a nine to four vote, they 
approved the recommendation that 
some commemorative coins be struck, 
and of the nine who supported this, all 
but one wanted a single, special com- 
memorative issue. 

The panel then went into a discussion 
of various other proposals before it, 
including medallic issues, philatelic- 
numismatic combinations, fractional 
currency issues, and related areas. 

Shortly before the panel was ready to 
adjourn for the day, they returned brief- 
ly to the topic of bicentennial coinage. 
Eric Newman's subcommittee was 
charged with explaining the problems 
associated with any change in coinage 
design, and Newman briefly went into 
some of the legal implications, including 
the twenty-five year statutory period of a 


coin's design, the Treasury 
Department's opposition to acting 
without Congressional approval on a 
design change, and the possible use of 
the still-proposed Eisenhowerdollar as a 
possible vehicle of bicentennial 

commemoration. He also discussed 

the problem in removing Lincoln and 
Kennedy from their respective coins. 

Dr. Clain-Stefanelli again made his 
point on changing the reverse side of 
the coin, but expressed the hope that it 
would contain an “ideal" in its design — 
something emblematic of the bicenten- 
nial heritage of the American people. 
Mishler then proposed that the Mint be 
the agency charged with distributing 
any special bicentennial coins, instead 
of the ARBC.i®5 jhg hearings were then 
recessed sine d/e.^®® 

Congress Comes Around 

Following the plenary and executive 
session, panel members returned to 
their respective residences to wait for 
Lang to make formal recommendations 
to the whole ARBC. In the meanwhile, 
however, ARBC Chairman David J. 
Mahoney received a letter from Rep. 
Wright Patman, Democrat of Texas, who 
served as the powerful chairman of the 
House Banking Committee. Patman's 
letter was an important one, for it was 
the first real indication of Congressional 
reaction to the bicentennial proposals. It 
also pointed the way for the legislation 
that would later be needed to achieve 
the Advisory Panel's goals. In part, Pat- 
man's letter to Mahoney noted that: 
The observance of the 200th anniver- 
sary of the formation of the United

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States of America will be an event of 
such great significance... that it should 
be commemorated numismatically in 
a form reflective of the importance of 
the occasion. 

While it has been the policy of this 
[House Banking and Currency] Com- 
mittee for many years not to authorize 
the striking of special coins of a design 
different from those of the regular 
circulating coins, and I believe this is 
also the official position of the 
Treasury, we would certainly be will- 
ing to give careful consideration to 
any proposals from the Bicentennial 
Commission for legislation authoriz- 
ing either a new series of circulating 
coins or of special commemorative 
coins minted In limited quantities (but 
in adequate volume to meet the de- 
mand from the public) to mark our 
200th national anniversary.... 

It is my firm opinion that numismatic 
materials created by the Bicentennial 
Commission as part of this great 
national observance should be ap- 
proved by Congress and should be 
made in the Mint as U.S. coins... either 
to be sold directly to the public by the 
Mint or by the Bicentennial Commis- 
sion in a manner which will assure an 
opportunity to every citizen to obtain 
copies or sets of all issues. 

Thus, it was apparent that the objec- 
tions of both Mrs. Brooks and Dickey 
had been met. A senior figure of Con- 
gress already recognized that the 
Treasury's position against issuing com- 
memorative coins needed re- 
examination in light of the celebration. 

Patman did not commit himself to 
passing the recommendations of the 
Coins and Medal Advisory Panel or the 
full ARBC. He did promise “considera- 


tion," however, thus assuring that the 
ARBC would get its day on Capitol Hill. It 
also assured the Treasury Department 
that it would have sufficient time to 
marshall its forces. 

On October 27, Lang submitted the 
recommendations made by the Ad- 
visory Panel to the full ARBC. He asked 
for, and received, permission to ballot 
all the members of the ARBC by mail as 
to their feelings on the seven 
recommendations, which included a 
proposed change In the coin of the 
realm and the Issueof a uniquely design- 
ed commemorative coin. 

Keeping in touch with membersof the 
panel, Lang arranged for the entire 386 
pages of transcript from the September 
meeting to be sent to each member. This 
was cited by the staff as Report Number 
4 188 

At year’s end. Report Number 5^^^ was 
distributed to both members of the 
Coins and Medals Advisory Panel and to 
members of the ARBC. The report con- 
tained a summary briefing sheet on each 
of the seven areas of recommendation, a 
policy statement on the issuance of 
commemoratives (using that word in its 
broadest sense), an illustrative concept 
of the philatelic-numismatic combina- 
tion (PNC), and a mail ballot for the 
members of the ARBC. 

The PanePs Recommendations 

The “Summary Sheets" had been 
prepared for each recommendation of 
the advisory panel. Their first 
recommendation was that a change of 
design be instituted on all coin of the 
realm for the Bicentennial.'^^. 

Noting that “the design changes es- 
tablished in 1976 would then be in effect 
for the statutory requirement of 25 
years,"^^^ the summary sheet then went

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into a brief background of the 
proposalJ^^ In section II of the 
recommendation, the positions of 
government agencies and groups was 
discussed. It pointed out that the U.S. 
Mint “has traditionally been against 
special issues/'^^^ while “collecting 
societies, private enterprise 
(numismatically oriented) and the 
public in general seem to desire a 
change. Most importantly, it notes 
that “some Congressional members in- 
volved in numismatics have also ex- 
pressed a desire for new designs.^^^^ 

After noting the twelve to one 
recommendation of the Advisory Panel 
in favor of such a change, Lang noted 
how the Advisory Panel had “weighed 
many considerations” before deciding 
that “such ubiquitous articles in the 
daily life of all Americans would bring 
the Bicentennial message to 
everyone. He concluded by con- 
curring “that the contributions of such a 
program far outweigh the disadvan- 
tages, thus formally endorsing the 
panel's first recommendation. 

The second recommendation that was 
made by the Advisory Panel was that a 
commemorative coin be authorized 
specifically for the Bicentennial which 
would be both unique in design and 
composition.^^^ “Commemorative coins 
have a very strong appeal to the public 
because they are usually official curren- 
cy, yet they are specifically designed for 
a particular event and... [are] made in 
very limited quantity,” the background 


section of the summary sheet noted. 

“The net result is that such com- 
memorative coins become much more 
valuable than their face value and 
therefore are hoarded and used as ob- 
jects of speculation.... Past public reac- 
tion to commemoratives places an ex- 
treme hardship on the U.S. Mint 
production capacity,” the summary 
said. 201 

Again, as with any coinage change, 
the Treasury opposed such a move. So 
did four of thirteen panel members, 
however. 202 Because much of the 
Treasury opposition stems from past 
abuses, the summary noted, the Ad- 
visory Panel recommended that the 
Mint undertake both the manufacture 
and distribution of any authorized 

coins. 203 

Lang, however, took a more moderate 
position than the panel in his 
recommendations. While recognizing 
that a commemorative coin “would 
provide a beautiful commemorative 
piece made specifically for public 
consumption, ”204 he recognized the 
problems inherent in such an issue. 
While calling for the ARBC to act 
favorably on it, he noted that, “the 
ultimate responsibility [should be] left 

with Congress. ”205 

Similar summary sheets accompanied 
the other areas in which recommen- 
dations were made by the Advisory 

Panel. 206 

ARBC members were advised by 
Report Number 5 that “in making its

recommendations, the Advisory Panel 
carefully weighed the interests of the 
public, the collectors, private enter- 
prise, and the Treasury Department. All 
segments were queried by cor- 
respondence or hearings.. ..”207 

On January 20, 1971, the mail ballots of 
the ARBC panel members were 
counted. By a large majority, the 
members of the Commission voted in 
favor of all the recommendations of the 
Advisory Panel and its policy 
statement. 208 

Less than two weeks later, the legisla- 
tion for national bicentennial medals 
was drafted, sent to the Office of 
Management and Budget, and forward- 


ed to the Treasury for clearance. After a 
series of delays, based largely on a 
request by Senator Hugh Scott, 
Republican of Pennsylvania, the legisla- 
tion was transmitted to the House and 
Senate in mid-April . 209 Hearings were 
scheduled in late June before the House 
Banking Subcommittee on Consumer 

Affairs . 210 

The coin proposals recommended by 
the Advisory Panel and the ARBC were 
not quite so lucky as the national medal 
proposal, already favored by the 
Treasury. They were placed in a deep 
freeze, possibly destined never to sur- 
face at ail — if the Treasury bureaucracy 
had anything to say about it.

Those who have promoted National Coin Week in a superior and exceedingly original 
manner and have also exposed the most non-collectors to the hobby will receive 
special recognition from the ANA. 

Sponsors of new members will also be recognized, this year with a special 
certificate. Last year's membership drive was a huge success adding more than 1800 
new members to the ANA roster. 

The NCW committee, headed by Maurice Gould, suggests that participants 
remember the original purpose of NCW as introduced by Julius Guttag in 1924 ... that 
of educating the general public about the organized numismatic hobby.

Every member can now be 
extremely proud, and I hope that every member can witness for himself this 
marvelous array of coins, tokens, medals, paper money, sound, color and graphics. 

A special presentation by Mrs. Mary T. Brooks, Director of the Mint, allows us to

The first numismatic round table followed the dedication on Sunday. This was the 
first time that ail segments of numismatics gathered to discuss the problems, priorities, 
and projects of our hobby.lt was an enlightening discussion and most regrettable that 
all were not able to attend.

One of the most gratifying remarks overheard from a visitor viewing one of the 
displays at dedication was, "When I look at this I realize there is hope for America." 
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That our hobby of numismatics has been and is now deeply concerned with 
the extremely serious problems of forgeries, replicas and counterfeits can be 
seen in the recent creation of the American Numismatic Association 
Certification Service (ANACS) and the more recent United States statute 
known as the Hobby Protection Act. Concern over counterfeits in the ANA 
itself goes back to the very first ANA convention, held in Chicago, Illinois, on 
October 7, 1891, when Edward Frossard of New York City was selected as 
counterfeit detector. 


Much has been written and much 
effort has been expended in the area of 
microscopy as an aid in the detection of 
the good versus the bad. Particular 
reference is made to the long-standing 
efforts of Virgil Hancock in his periodic 
writings in The Numismatist under the 
title '‘Featuring Fakes/' in the 
Numismatic News Weekly under the 
title "Fakes 'n' Fakers/' and in his 
teaching at the many counterfeit detec- 
tion seminars, both of the ANA annual 
summer seminars and elsewhere in the 
United States and Canada. The effort 
Hancock exerted to get ANACS 
operational is well-known to all serious 
coin collectors and numismatists, as well 
as his dedicated efforts regarding the 
Hobby Protection Act. 

Without question, an intensive ex- 
amination of a coin through a 
stereoscopic microscope of preferably 
30x is an absolutely vital step in the 
determination of the authenticity of a 
coin.i A good stereo microscope today 
may cost something in excess of $500. 
Although this is a rather large expense, 
when the advanced coin collector and 
numismatist considers it as a one-time 
expense and good for a lifetime of use in 
his home or office, the matter justifies 
itself. The funds saved by the avoidance 
of the acquisition of a single counterfeit 
or a single questionable coin may well 
cover the cost of a good stereo 
microscope and more. Every serious 
coin collector and numismatist ought to 
consider the acquisition of such a 
microscope, and for many, it is an 
absolute must. 

There is another, but virtually 
neglected, discipline which coin collec- 
tors and numismatists may also use to 
satisfy themselves as to the authenticity 
of coins; this is the science of metrology. 


Metrology, in the sense used here, 
means the science of precise measure- 
ment. As a matter of fact, the detection 
of counterfeits through the application 
of metrology, as then understood, 
preceded the invention of the 
microscope by Zacarias Janssen in 1590.^ 
For such early application, see the article 
"The Trial of The Pyx" by Thomas W. 
Becker in the January, 1972, issue of 
COINage on p. 33 (Vol. 8, No. 1). And, 
just as in the case of the stereo 
microscope, this discipline of metrology 
can be executed in one's home or office, 
and for even less overall cost for equip- 
ment. The specific items of equipment 
and their cost will be discussed later. 

To apply the science of precise 
measurement, metrology, we have to 
have a starting point or data base to 
which we can compare the coin or coins 
with which we are concerned. The Un- 
ited States statutes on coinage are very 
specific on the fineness of gold and 
silver coins, and even cupro-nickel, 
copper and bronze coins, and the exact 
weights of all coins are likewise 
specified. Let us discuss, then, the 
statutory exactitude to which U.S. coins 
were required by law to have been 
struck. We shall cover the period from 
the inception of the United States on 
down through the years to the cessation 
of gold coinage in 1933, and on to the 
abandonment of .900 fine silver coinage 
with the date 1964 (some silver coins 
with the date 1964 continued to be 
struck as late as April,1966.3 We shall also 
mention the legal standards for post- 
1964 dated coinage. 

This matter of the metrology of U.S. 
coins will be discussed by metals and by 
the major chronological periods in our 
statutory coinage history: 

a. April 2, 1792 to June 27, 1834 
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b. June 28,1834 to January 17, 1837 

c. January 18, 1837 to February 11, 

1873 

d. February 12, 1873 to July 22, 
1965^ 

Public Law 89-61 , July 23, 1965, authoriz- 
ed clad coinage of cupro^nickel in place 
of the former silver coinage. It is 
suggested the footnotes to all parts 
which follow be studied carefully In 
conjunction with the text. 

The attention of the reader is par- 
ticularly directed to this observation: 
the annual assay permitted deviation for 
fineness of 1 part in 144 in the 1792-1834 
period seems out of keeping, even for 
those times, technologically speaking. 
On the annual assay, fineness could go 
as low as 909.7222 or as high as 923.6111 
in the case of gold coins. This has to be 
too gross, and the Director of the Mint 
and the Assayer must have been smug 
about working to such a loose standard. 
In the case of weight, the tolerance of 
±1.875 grains for the $10 gold piece is 
also a very loose one, indeed. It should 
also be noted neither is in keeping with 
the lack of any tolerance for ingot 
fineness. Individual coin fineness, and 
Individual coin weight for the coins 
issued Into the channels of trade and 
commerce. 

PART III — CUPRO-NICKEL 

By Statute of March 3, 1865, a 3<t piece 
of not to exceed 25% nickel and the 
balance to be copper was authorized: 
weight 30 grains, single piece deviation! 
4.0 grains. No ingot standard was es- 
tablished. It could not be exchanged at 
the Mint for two-cent, cent, or half-cent 
pieces issued under former laws (this 
refers to two-cent pieces of bronze and 
copper cents and half-cents). These 
standards were changed by Act of 
February 12, 1873, effective April 1,1873, 
which Imposed an ingot standard of ± 
25/1000 in proportion of nickel, so the 
ingot could run from 225/1000 to 
275/1000 nickel, and a single piece 


deviation of 1 2.0 grains was established. 
No mass deviation was established. 
These standards were codified in § 3515 
and§3537,Revised Statutes of the U.S. on 
June 22, 1874. By Act of September 26, 
1890, the Sc nickel was prohibited. 

By Statute of May 16, 1866, a 5c piece 
of not to exceed 25% nickel and the 
balance to be copper was authorized: 
weight 77.16 grains, single piece devia- 
tion ± 2.0 grains. Like the 3c nickel piece, 
no ingot standard was established. It, 
like the 3c nickel, could not be exchang- 
ed for two-cent, cent, or half-cent 
pieces issued under former laws (this 
refers to two-cent pieces of bronze and 
copper cents and half-cents). By Act of 
February 12, 1873, effective April 1,1873, 
the ingot standard established was the 
same as for the 3c nickel; the single 
piece deviation was increased to ± 3.0 
grains, and the weight remained the 
same, 77.16 grains. No mass deviation 
standard was established. These stan- 
dards were codified in §3515 and §3537, 
Revised Statutes of the U.S. on June 22, 
1874. Our 5c nickels to this day essential- 
ly follow these standards. The current 
Mint procurement specifications call for 
metal strip: nickel 25%*'' 1%, a little less 
than 1% of other elements, maximum, 
and the balance, copper. During World 
War II, however, because of the nickel 
metal shortage, an alloy of 35% silver, 9% 
manganese, and 56% copper was sub- 
stituted for cupro-nickel. Coinage of 5c 
pieces in this alloy commenced in Oc- 
tober, 1942, and terminated December 
31, 1945, utilizing the same standards as 
for cupro-nickel. 

part IV — COPPER AND BRONZE 

Half-cent 

By Act of April 2, 1792, a half-cent of 
5V2dwt (pennyweight) or 132 grains of 
copper was authorized. The Act of 
January 14, 1793, reduced the weight to 
104 grains. The Act of March 3, 1795, 
authorized the President to reduce the 
weight of the half-cent not to exceed 24

By Act of April 2, 1792, a cent of 11 dwt 
(pennyweight) or 264 grains of copper 
was authorized. The Act of January 14, 
1793, reduced the weight to 208 grains. 
The Act of March 3, 1795, authorized the 
President to reduce the weight of the 
cent not to exceed 48 grains, and to 
communicate such reduction to the 
Congress. By Proclamation of January 
26, 1796, the President reduced the 
weight of the cent to 168 grains. The 1792 
Act established no standards other than 
weight '"as nearly as may be, confor- 
mable." The Act of January 18, 1837, 
directed that “copper bullion purchas- 
ed shall be of good quality, and in the 
form of planchets fit for passing at once 
into the hands of the chief coiner" and 
established a single piece deviation of 
±1.0 grains in 24 grains, or ±7.0grains per 
each cent piece. 

By Act of February 21, 1857, the cent 
was changed to a weight of 72 grains of 
an alloy composed of 88% copper and 
12% nickel with a single piece deviation 
of ±4.0 grains. By Act of April 22, 1864, 
the alloy was changed to 95% copper 
and 5% tin and zinc (proportion to be 
determined by the Directorof the Mint), 
the weight was reduced to 48 grains, and 
the single piece deviation remained at 
±4.0 grains. By Act of February 12, 1873, 
effective April 1, 1873, single piece 
deviation was reduced to ±2.0 grains. 
These standards were codified as § 3515 
and §3537, Revised Statutes of the U.S. 
by Act of June 22, 1874. 

Cent coinage continued thusly until 
the World War II copper shortage caus- 
ed the authorization of steel cents for 
1943 with a zinc coating of not to exceed 
0.001 inch, initially of a weight of 41.5 
grains, ±3.0 grains, and later of a weight 
of 42.5 grains, ±3.5 grains. Beginning in 
January, 1944, and running through 


December 31, 1946, salvaged cartridge 
cases were used, the alloy being 95% 
copper and 5% zinc. The coins were 
struck to the pre-war standards of 48.0 
grains, ±2.0 grains. Commencing 
January, 1947, the old copper and zinc- 
tin alloy was used, until Public Law 87- 
643, September 5, 1962, 76 Stat. 440, 
changed the alloy of the one cent piece 
to 95% copper and 5% zinc. 

Two cent 

By Act of April 22, 1864, a two cent 
piece was authorized of 96 grains of an 
alloy of 95% copper and 5% tin and zinc 
(proportion to be determined by the 
Director of the Mint), single piece devia- 
tion ±4.0 grains. The Act of February 12, 
1873, effective April 1, 1873, discon- 
tinued the two cent piece. 

PART V — DIAMETER AND THICKNESS 

From the inception of United States 
coinage laws in 1792, on down to Public 
Law 89-81, Title I, §101, July 23, 1965, 79 
Stat. 254, (which abrogated silver 
coinage and created the current cupro- 
nickel coinage), there has been no 
statutory requirement regarding 
diameter and thickness for any of our 
coins. The Mint itself, however, es- 
tablished such standards for itself, and at 
pp. 50-51 of the Annual Report of the 
Director of the Mint, Fiscal Year Ended 
June 30, 7962, (Washington, D. C.: U.S. 
GOP, 1963, vii, 248 pp.), in Table 29 
published the diameter and thickness 
standards to which the Mint worked, in 
inches, but without ± tolerances. Ad- 
ditional data has been obtained from the 
Assay Laboratory, Bureau of the Mint, 
and which is set forth in the following 
chart along with fineness and weight 
data and which includes the current 
cupro-nickel clad coinage. Public Law 
89-81, 79 Stat. 255, July 23, 1965, es- 
tablished the diameters for the 50<t, 25<r 
and 10c pieces as 1.205 inches, 0.955 
inch, and 0.705 inch, respectively, and 
cupro-nickel weights as 11.34, 5.67, and 
2.268 grams, respectively. Public Law 91- 
607, 84 Stat. 1768, December 31, 1970, 
established the diameter of the dollar as 
1.500 inches, cupro-nickel weight as 
22.68 grams. No diameter or weight 
tolerances are specified in either law.

PART VI — METROLOGY 
What Can You Do About Metrology = Precise 
Measurement of United States Coins? 

The metrology of U.S. coinage down 
through that dated 1964 and later dated 
coinage is as herein documented. What 
may or what should a coin collector do 
about the metrology = precise measure- 
ment of a U.S. coin or coins? 

Why, for example, should a collector 
be concerned with the weight of an 
individual gold coin? The answer lies in 
the actual operation of any minting 
facility. Each mintmaster, superinten- 
dent, director, or whatever, was charg- 
ed, to the grain, with the precious metals 
entrusted to his care. On settlement of 
his accounts, annually or otherwise, he 
had to produce finished coins manufac- 
tured to the proper standards, coin-in- 
process, and bulk metal, or he was in 
deep trouble. In earlier days, he might 
be executed, or lose a hand or some 
other vital part of his body. In later days, 
he might be removed from office, as 
well as being held personally financially 
responsible for any deficiencies. The 
Trial of the Pyx, which we call the Assay 
Commission, annual or otherwise, also 
served as a very important check on the 
mint's ability to comply with the gover- 
ning regulations. 

Suppose our collector has a nice BU 
US $20 gold piece and, on weighing it on 
a suitable balance, it is found to weight 
518.0 grains. Now we know the standard 
for the $20 piece is 516.0 grains, ±0.50 
grains, so the legal range for the coin is 
515.5 grains to 516.5grains. We also know 
the mass deviation standard for 100 $20 
gold pieces in the 1873-1933 period was 
only 1.92 grains. Does this excess weight 
of 1.5 grains make the coin a counter- 
feit? Should our collector refuse, on this 
ground alone, to buy the coin? No, most 
assuredly no! But the mintmaster of the 
issuing mint might well have been in for 
trouble if many such overweight coins 
were issued. 

The message this coin conveys is simp- 
ly this: check this coin over very careful- 
ly; repeat, very carefully, in each and 
every respect - diameter, edge 
thickness, specific gravity, and most 
assuredly, use the stereo microscope! By 


no means is the example we have just 
considered a false or fabricated one. 
Gold, as such, to the counterfeiter is 
merely a commodity, and the extra cost 
to him by reason of the overweight is 
small indeed, especially when a 
numismatically scarce coin is involved. 
The overweight is of even less impor- 
tance if the fineness of the counterfeit 
coin is not up to the legal standard, as so 
many counterfeit coins are found to be. 

It is now time to discuss the equip- 
ment the collector needs to check his 
coins against the metrological data set 
forth above. 

a. Diameter. A 5 in. or 6 in. T-bar caliper, 
reading to 0.001 inch and equivalent 
millimeters is much the preferred in- 
strument. With this caliper it is easier to 
get a true diametral reading because of 
the three points of reference. A good T- 
bar caliper will cost something in the $40 
range. A bow type micrometer can be 
used, but two are required: the one 
reading from 0.000 inch to 1.000 inch 
and the other from 1.000 inch to 2.000 
Inches. A 0.000 inch to 2.000 inch 
micrometer is available, but It is rather 
clumsy to handle. 

b. Thickness. Here, the bow type 
micrometer is much the preferred, since 
the T-bar caliper usually has jaws the tips 
of which are relieved and one could 
easily mar the rims of the coin. The 
micrometer should read to 0.001 inch 
and/or equivalent millimeters, and a 
capacity of 0.5 inch or 1.0 inch will be 
satisfactory. Such a micrometer will cost 
something In the $40.00 range. 

c. Dry Weight. An accurate balance, which 
will weigh to at least .005 grams or 
equivalent grains must be used. The 
balance may be either a single pan 
balance, or double pan. Single pan 
balances are especially useful for coin 
collectors, since double pan balances 
take longer to perform the weighing 
routine by reason of opening and clos- 
ing the door on the balance. Single pan 
balances of the knife edge variety cost 
about $60.00, and the torsion bar variety 
cost about $75.00. Either variety is 
perfectly suitable for the coin collector. 
Double pan balances cost a great deal 
more. For an occasional coin, your 
friendly apothecary or druggist will give 
the collector the accurate dry weight, 
since he has balances certified and 
sealed by the State or other governmen- 
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tal organization in which the shop is 
located. 

d. Specific Gravity. The specific gravity of a 
solid or liquid is the ratio of the body to 
the mass of an equal volume of water at 
some standard temperature. There Is 
no real mystery to the making of specific 
gravity determinations of coins, and the 
balances described above are more than 
adequate for use. Little additional 
equipment is required. Present writings 
on the subject in numismatic media are 
not many, and in the opinion of the 
author are not adequate for the coin 
collector. The author hopes in the near 
future to present a definitive article on 
the subject to the editor of The 
Numismatist which will be especially 
attuned to the needs of the coin collec- 
tor. 

Conclusion 

The reader now has the statutory 
standards for U.S. coinage and the Mint- 
established standards for its own work 
(for perhapsthe lastone hundred years). 
These standards and permitted 
deviations or tolerances may, in the 


course of a collector's acquisition of 
coins, aid in the authentication of or 
rejection of a particular coin or coins. If 
this comes to pass, then the purpose of 
this article will have been accomplished. 
The collector should keep in mind, 
however, that the great bulk of coins 
were made to be used in the channels of 
trade and commerce, and were never 
intended to be items of precision. The 
mere fact, then, that any particular coin 
does not meet any particular standard 
and its associated tolerance does not of 
itself brand that specimen as false. Any 
individual coin must be looked at as a 
specific entity, and the wise collector 
will, before acquisition, make an intense 
examination of the coin under a 30x 
stereo microscope. When possible, he 
will also compare it with a known good 
specimen. A wise collector will also 
make use of the science of metrology, or 
exact measurement, as an Integral part 
of his overall, final determination regar- 
ding acquisition or rejection.

New Museum Galleries Dedicated 

The culmination of years of talk and thought, and months of often feverish activity, 
was the dedication of your new museum on January 18, 1975. By all standards the event 
was a success, a success which actually exceeded all expectations. The weather was 
mild and clear, the crowd large and eager, the reaction one of universal enthusiasm 
and praise. 



Scheduled to start at 2:30 p.m., the 
festivities were delayed by the heavy 
press of anxious visitors; some 450 to 500 
people filled the entire public space 
available in the headquarters building, 
jammed the front lobby and entrance 
walk, and even extended down the 
sidewalk into the street. So packed were 
the hallways that it was nearly impossible 
for the ANA Governors and our VIP 
guests to reach the museum entrance 
for photographs and the formal ribbon 
cutting. 

Preeminent among our distinguished 
guests was Mrs. Mary Brooks, Director 
of the United States Mint. Also here 
from Washington was Roy Gaboon, 
Assistant Director of the Mint; from 
Denver came Mrs. Betty Higby, 


Superintendent of the Denver Mint; 
and from Philadelphia came William F. 
Krieg, Vice President of the Franklin 
Mint. Among the local and state leaders 
were Rep. Kay Munson and George 
Barrante, executive director of the Col- 
orado Centennial - Bicentennial Com- 
missslon which funded several of 
the new museum cases. Every member 
of the ANA headquarters staff played an 
important role in the day's activities, 
from registering guests to serving 
refreshments and hanging up coats; all 
appointed officers were present, even 
Sergeant-at-Arms John Gabarron came 
on from Lincoln, Nebraska.

Once inside, what did one see? Far 
more than most had expected, certainly. 
For Tim Carter and Parker Jerrell had 
made maximum use of the space 
available. In the Gallery of Modern 
Medallic Art, for example, there are over 
forty individual display cases. These dis- 
play many of the finest series of the 
medallic sculptor's art available today: 
birds by Gilroy Roberts, the History of 
the United States, Kings and Queens of 
England, the American Negro Com- 
memorative Society, the ''Vita Christi," 
the Americans in space issues, the works 
of Shakespeare, three cases devoted to 
the incomparable Michelangelo; and a 
case displaying salutes to the ANA. In 
addition to the many works from the 
Franklin Mint there are also presidential 
inaugural medals of the Medallic Art 
Company and several of the "coins of 
realm" issues of the Paramount Inter- 
national Coin Corp. Between the

various sections of the gallery are 
numerous graphic panels such as a 
nearly life-size photograph of 
Michelangelo's David; these panels by 
virtue of their size, colors and careful 
selection not only enhance the visual 
impact of the various displays, but 
provide an effective and moving transi- 
tion from one area to the next. 

Attracting considerable interest too 
was the case in which an actual piece of 
the moon was shown. Few had ever seen 
its likes before and, while fewer still will 
ever experience the feelings of the 
Apollo crewmen who actually trod 
lunar soil and brought It back to earth.

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ny; and all three varieties of the North 
Wales halfpenny token, two of which 
are extremely rare. A further two cases 
are devoted to the tokens used 
throughout the colonies in lieu of 'legal 
tender"' issues. Many of these tokens are 
of English origin, from a silver St. 
Patrick's farthing, to a choice 
"elephant" token, the Voce Populi issue 
and the Virginia half penny, the Ken- 
tucky cent and the Rhode Island token, 
and a superb proof Myddelton token. 
Tokens of American origin include the 
Pitt and Mott issues, the Talbot, Allum & 
Lee cents, the Auctori Plebis token, and 
a choice original Bar cent. Finally, there 
is a case devoted to colonial currency 
and paper notes issued by the Continen- 
tal Congress to finance the Revolution. 

In this gallery, as in all the galleries, 
there is above each display window a 
back-lighted graphic consisting of a pic- 


ture or scene which illustrates the 
material or period included in the dis- 
play, plus a concise paragraph or two of 
explanatory text. For example, the first 
display in Americana II is of United 
States half cents from 1793 to 1857; the 
picture above shows George and 
Martha Washington examining these 
first products of the first mint, establish- 
ed in 1792. Continuing around this 
gallery, which is devoted to regular 
United States Mint issues and related 
displays, there next appears a case show- 
ing all the major varieties of our large 
"coppers," the cent, followed by a case 
displaying our first silver coins, the half 
dime and dime. Concluding the section 
illustrating the issues of our first mint are 
cases of the larger issues of silver, and 
four early half eagles. 

From the establishment of the second 
mint in 1834 the displays are generally

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denominationally oriented: quarters, 
half dollars, silver dollars and the cent — 
complete with Peter the eagle — are all 
shown as changes are made in their 
design over the ensuing decades. One 
case is devoted to our ''odd ball” 
denominations: the two cent, three cent 
and twenty cent pieces. Two displays 
concern themselves with designs in- 
troduced during the twentieth century, 
from the Lincoln cent to our clad 
Eisenhower dollar. Even the four 
denominations of gold produced 
between 1907 and 1933 are here and, not 
surprisingly, this portion of the gallery 
and the nearby case In which nineteenth 
century gold issued are shown have 
aroused perhaps the greatest amount of 
visitor interest. It is curious to note how 
many of us have long known that gold 
coins were a circulating medium in this 
country for many years — but how few 
have actually either seen or touched an 
"eagle.”

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Continuing around the gallery one 
finds cases devoted to the tokens, store 
cards and money substitutes of two of 
our most financially critical periods: the 
"'hard times'' of the late 1830's, and the 
Civil War of 1861-65. There is a display of 
the Trade Dollar — the only U. S. coin 
ever repudiated by our government — 
and itsrival in Oriental trade, the Mexican 
peso.

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appropriately — a photograph of Pikes 
Peak, and mounted on the walls nearby 
are a photo of a miner panning for gold, 
and a real miner's pick. 

Paper money is not neglected. There 
are two displays : one of the famous 
''greenbacks" first issued in 1861; the 
other of the fractional currency Sc, 10<t, 
25c and 50c of the first issue. To close this 
gallery there is also a case showing the 
latest of the sets of $5 and $10 silver 
pieces of the Canadian Olympic 
program. 

Sound, no less than sight, is important 
here too. Not only Is there thematic 
music piped to each gallery, but there is 
also the Amos Press theatre. Here can be 
shown the films and slide sets which 
comprise a major portion of our audio 
visual program. On dedication day, the 
excellent film on the growth, survival, 
demise and revival of the San Francisco 
Mint, "The Granite Lady," was 
premiered. Introduced by Mrs. Mary 


Mary Brooks, who had been instrumen- 
tal in the Mint's restoration, the film was 
very well received and had to be shown 
three times that day alone.

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Following a three-day meeting of the American Numismatic Association Board of 
Governors, and the formal opening of the new galleries of its museum in the 
headquarters in Colorado Springs, a round table was held on Sunday afternoon.

ting the Professional Numismatists 
Guild. It should be mentioned that these 
guests traveled at their own expense to 
this round table, most having attended 
the museum opening the day before. 

Mrs. Culver and ANA Executive Direc- 
tor Rochette served as moderators and 
introduced subjects for discussion, 
limiting the time devoted to each sub- 
ject to fifteen minutes. Mrs. Brooks led 
off with the announcement that the 
$15.00 price of the silver three-coin 
proof set has been reduced to $12.00. 
This reduction was made possible, Mrs. 
Brooks explained, by the perfection of 
new facilities for more economical

production of proof coins. Those who 
have remitted at the $15.00 price will 
receive refund checks. 

One topic of discussion was the 
probability of legislation being passed, 
either federal or in some states, that may 
relate to the hobby inappropriately. For 
example, in the matter of regulating 
trading in silver and gold bullion, the 
language of a law might make Its 
provisions applicable to trading in gold 
or silver coins, even though such 
application was not Intended. 

The same might relate to possible tax 
legislation if the distinction Is not made 
clear between coins and bullion, or 
between investment and commercial 
transactions and hobby dealings. It is 
hoped that persons learning of such 
pending legislation, especially at state 
levels, will report their findings to ANA 
headquarters so that It may be checked 
out. 

In connection with federal and state 
legislative bodies, and other regulatory 
groups such as Securities and Exchange

Commission, there should be a model 
statute drawn up to guide their actions 
that relate to our hobby. Again, ANA 
would be the logical instigator of such a 
guide. 

The rather widely publicized article in 
Forbes Magazine last December 15 was 
discussed and President Virginia Culver 
stated that the board of governors went 
on record as ''questioning the true 
motives and condemning the inac- 
curacies of the article.'' Most of those 
present seemed to feel that those within 
the hobby largely recognized the pre- 
judiced views and inaccuracies of the 
article but that some outsiders might be 
adversely influenced by it. 

Another board action reported was 
that the governors voted to increase 

Edward C. Rochette, moderator 
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member dues as of June 1 for new 
members and January 1, 1976, for 
current members. This was necessary to 
offset rising costs of ANA operation, 
largely due to inflation, and to cover 
enlarged services, both actual and an- 
ticipated, to members and to the hobby 
in general. 

The coming biennial ANA election 
was mentioned and the hope expressed 
that it will be conducted on a high 
ethical plane by the candidates. Atten- 
tion was called to the recently adopted 
Article VII of the ANA bylaws that deals 
with election ethics, a copy of which is to 
be furnished to all qualified candidates 
for election to offices. 

The matter of a grading board under 
ANA auspices has been given considera- 
tion by a committee of knowledgeable 
members that, Mrs. Culver reported, 
was charged at the board meeting with

presenting a more detailed proposal at 
the next board meeting. The prospects 
appear to be good for setting up a 
workable plan to act upon specific 
questions of coin grading referred to it. 

The need for a full-time public 
relations office in ANA was brought up. 
It is believed that such an office could 
supply accurate information to the 
general press with a view to eliminating 
some of the erroneous information and 
impressions being published. It could 
serve also as a clearinghouse for press 
articles relating to the hobby. 

Another need is for some type of 
consumer fraud office, possibly in con- 
junction with public relations, to com- 
bat misleading and deceitful adver- 
tisements in the non-numismatic press 

Q. David Bowers 
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to buy and sell coins. Attention was 
called to several such advertisements 
that have appeared recently and by 
which the uninformed public could be 
and probably was cheated. 

There is a pressing need for clarifica- 
tion of the Secret Service directives 
relating to the reproduction of coin 
designs on medals, tokens and novelties. 
It Is hoped that the ANA will take steps 
toward getting such clarification by the 
Secret Service. 

Mention was made of the unethical 
practice of a very few dealers that results 
in their practically conducting business 
on their customers' money. These few 
dealers accept payments and then take 
an unreasonably long time to mail out 
merchandise or make refunds.

In the cases of coins that are deter- 
mined to be counterfeits, by ANACS or 
otherwise, it was suggested that we 
investigate a form of "scientific bran- 
ding" so that the coins may be detected 
if they turn up again. If it becomes 
known that such coins have been 
"branded," the owners will be more 
cautious about passing them along to 
other collectors. Such marking systems 
are being made available but there 
seems to be no reliable and impartial 
appraisal of their possible effects on 
coins and their permanence. 

All present took an active part in the 
discussions and, without exception, ex- 
pressed the belief that the gathering was 
"for the good of the hobby" and should 
be repeated at a convenient place and 
time in the near future. If there was any 
disappointment it was that there was not 
enough time for a fuller discussion of 
some matters brought up.

The Colorado Centennial medal is the 
only state medal in the United States 
authorized by Congress to be issued in 
connection with the nation's Bicenten- 
nial in 1976.

The obverse of the medal, designed 
by Mrs. Sue Hughey,deplcts a prospector 
in buckskin, on horseback, viewing a 
wide vista of high mountains and deep, 
fertile valleys, as if for the first time. The 
legend reads: COLORADO / LAND / 
OF PROMISE. Mrs. Hughey's theme 
accompanying the design says : 
“Colorado — a land where a common 
man could become great. Not all found 
fame and fortune, but the wealth of 
beauty and freedom were there for all." 
The reverse features the '76 logo of 
the Colorado Centennial-Bicentennial 
Commission, designed by Randy Moyle. 

The medal, measuring 1 5/16 inches in 
diameter, is the first Congressional 
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medal produced by the Denver Mint, 
under authorization of Public Law 93- 
227. Initially, the medal will be available 
in bronze (90 per cent copper, 10 per 
cent zinc), later, silver and gold versions 
will be available. 

Bronze medals are priced at $2.50, 
plus 50 cents for postage and handling 
for each medal ordered. Orders should 
be directed to Colorado Centennial 
Medal, Box 1876, Capitol Hill Station, 
Denver, CO 80218. 

The medal features the Denver Mint 
mark and will be packaged by the 
Denver Mint. Frank Gasparro, chief 


engraver of the U.S. Mint in 
Philadelphia, supervised the sculpture 
and die making for the medal. The 
medal Is rather unusual in the fact that 
the obverse displays three sets of initials; 
''SCH'' — Sue C. Hughey, the designer; 
''EZS'' — Edgar Z. Steever; the sculptor 
and ''FC' — Frank Gasparro. 

Profits realized from the sale of the 
250,000 medals will go to the Colorado 
Centennial-Bicentennial Commission 
for distribution to local communities to 
assist them in financing projects to com- 
memorate the nation's Bicentennial and 
the Centennial of Colorado statehood.

Gold Dollar Collectors: Beware Forgeries 

The earliest counterfeit U.S. gold dollars were debased gold or off-metal forgeries 
intended for circulation in the 19th century. More recently ''replicas'" of gold dollars 
have been made on occasion by jewelry manufacturers who probably were unaware 
of the illegality of their small ornaments. These early fakes and replicas usually were 
quite crude, and would seldom be purchased today by an experienced collector of 
U.S. gold coins. 


Few of these amateurish forgeries are 
encountered by today's collectors. In- 
stead, we are now confronted with tens 
of thousands ... perhaps hundreds of 
thousands ... of more skillfully produced 
gold dollars coined in the basements of 
houses in Lebanon, in small factories in 
Europe and in the back rooms of shops 
in Hong Kong, Singapore and other 
southeast Asian cities. 

The inflow of quality fake gold dollars 
began in the late 1950's. These early 
counterfeits were rather poor copies of 
the originals, but much better than the 
circulating counterfeits and jewelry 
pieces of prior years. But in the early 
1960's a series of high-quality Type One 
gold dollar forgeries entered the United 
States in substantial quantities. These 


pieces signaled the beginning of a new 
era of U.S. gold counterfeiting, and 
complacent collectors willingly bought 
these fakes, fully believing them to be 
genuine. 

Detection of these forgeries, con- 
sidered difficult just ten years ago, is 
done readily by ANACS today. In fact, 
only the most recent false gold dollars ... 
some of those made in the past two or 
three years ... are of such quality that 
extensive comparative examination and 
testing are required at ANACS to deter- 
mine their authenticity. ANACS has 
erred on a few occasions in authen- 
ticating U.S. gold coins, but whenever 
possible errors have been detected, 
ANACS has advised the submittors of 
the coins and requested that they be

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returned for further study at no cost to 
the owner. This policy will be adhered to 
in the future. 

Collectors can often detect the false 
gold dollars of pre-1960 manufacture, 
and some of the crudest more modern 
fakes with a 15-power glass. But the 
better fakes of the past ten years or so 


usually are detected only by those who 
handle and study U.S. gold coins on a 
daily basis. 

Last month ANACS listed the genuine 
and false $3 gold pieces received in 1972- 
74. The list below provides similar infor- 
mation on ANACS' experience with 
gold dollars.

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If this list had been prepared ten years 
ago, it would have shown that the Type 
One dollars were very extensively 
counterfeited, and that the later dates 
could be purchased with only moderate 
risk of acquiring a forgery. But today the 
most sophisticated forgeries are as fre- 
quently found in the later dates ... Types 
Two and Three. 

The warning given last month with the 
$3 gold list also applies to the gold 
dollars: coin forgers in other parts of the 
world read The Numismatist, too, and 


they will select new dates for 
counterfeiting as collectors learn of the 
dangers inherent in buying commonly 
faked dates. But don't be deterred from 
buying gold dollars for your date or type 
set. You can be 99% sure that U. S. gold 
coins you buy are genuine if you have 
them certified by ANACS,and if you buy 
them from knowledgeable, experienc- 
ed dealers who endeavor to protect 
their customers from forgeries. An 
ounce of prevention is worth a pound of 
cure! 


ANACS Questions and Answers 


Q. Recently, I lost the ANACS cer- 
tificate for my 1909-S V.D.B. cent. Do I 
have to return the coin to you and pay 
the fee to have it re-certified, or will you 
replace the certificate on request? 

A. Certificates are replaced by ANACS 
for a $1 service charge when the request 
is made in writing. Your letter should be 
notarized, and should state the cir- 
cumstances of the loss or misplacement. 
You should further state that if you 
recover the original certificate, the 
duplicate will be immediately returned 
to ANACS for destruction. The fact that a 
duplicate certificate has been issued will 
be placed on permanent record at 
ANACS. In a very few cases, ANACS will 
ask that the coin be returned for 
verification. Whenever this is done, 
there is no charge above the $1 cer- 
tificate replacement fee, plus return 
postage. 

Q. A collector has offered to sell me a 
coin which he says was certified by 


ANACS, but it's almost uncirculated (a 
1932-0 quarter), and I can't be sure that 
the coin pictured on the certificate is the 
one he wants to sell me. How can I find 
out? 

A. Ask him to send the coin back to 
ANACS so the coin can be verified 
against the diagnostic card for the coin, 
which the certification service keeps as a 
permanent record. He should also send, 
in a separate envelope, the ANACS 
certificate. The fee for re-examination is 
50% of the regular fee, as determined by 
the fee schedule which appears in the 
ANACS advertisement in this issue, plus 
return postage. The collector should 
instruct ANACS to forward the coin to 
you, and to advise him of the shipment if 
the coin is found to be theoneoriginally 
certified. If the coin is not the same 
piece, it will be returned to the submit- 
tor, and you will be advised of the results 
of the examination. This information, 
too, will go on permanent record at 
ANACS. 


False 1861 Quarter Eagle 


The granular texture of the field and 
the fine, raised die scratches extending 
from the denticles on the reverse toward 
‘‘2 1/2 D." are characteristics of one 
forgery seen by ANACS. This coin is 
dated 1861, but obverse dies bearing 
other dates were combined with this 
reverse. Detection of other false gold 
coins Is dependent upon observing 
other smaller flaws. The quality of false 
gold coins improves every year. This 
coin is a product of the 1960's. 
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Genuine, Counterfeit $5.00 Gold Compared 



Genuine Counterfeit 


The inflow of reasonably high quality counterfeit half eagles began in the 1960's. 
The false pieces produced more than five years ago (and some more recent forgeries) 
can often be recognized with a 12X glass under good lighting conditions if a known 
genuine specimen is available for comparison. 

The counterfeit shown here has low-relief incused lettering. The texture and detail 
of the eagle are inferior to the genuine. Note the vagueness of the feathers on the 
counterfeit.

The University of Connecticut College of Agriculture and Natural Resources is honoring 
agriculture and the bicentennial year by a newly designed medal. Designed by John D. Allie, 
Storrs, Connecticut and struck by V. H. Blackington & Co., Inc., Attleboro Falls, Massachusetts, 
the medal is available In bronze and numbered silver measuring 1 1/2 inches in diameter. 
Respective prices are $3, $4 and $15. 

All inquiries should be addressed to Arland R. Meade, Department of Agriculture 
Publications, U-35, The University of Connecticut, Storrs, Connecticut 06268. Orders are to be 
made payable to the University and identified for purchase of the medal. Delivery of the issue 
will commence approximately April 15, 1975. 
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Before we start discussing another field of counterfeiting of which I recently 
learned, I want to make a correction in my December74, '"Featuring Fakes/' page 
2546, paragraph 9, wherein the value in Italy of the 1947 set of four genuine coins is 
given as US $21,600. The decimal point should have been moved one place to your 
left. The correct value in Italy is US$2,160.00 (If my arithmetic on the foreign exchange 
rate is correct). 

In the haste to meet publishing deadlines, most writers eventually have red faces 
through failure to proofread the typescript or the printer's galley proofs. 

Some years back, when Krause Publications, Inc., was on the long-distance 
'phone dally trying to speed my revision of Fredrik Schjoth's "Chinese Currency," I 
entirely skipped a couple of emperors. 

That recently was brought to my mind while speaking with Dr. Alberto Francisco 
Pradeau, who mentioned that he, too, had found a number of errors after his 1938 
English edition of Numismatic History of Mexico had come off the press. 

Fie solved that by having printed a list of the errors he'd found, and that loose-leaf 
"Errata" was Inserted into each book sold at that time. But, even then, he told me, one 
error still existed on the second page of his "Errata" and that error he then caused to 
be blocked out, as had been done on the copy I'd bought many years ago. 

Specifically, on his page 51, in the year 1732, the first item in the Eight Reales 
column. Dr. Pradeau says the initials "MF" should be blocked out, inasmuch as 
Assayer "F" was the only one working on the 8 reales in 1732. 

Because his loose-leaf "Errata" sheets often became lost when copies of his book 
were re-sold. Dr. Pradeau asked me if in my "Featuring Fakes" I'd mention that initials 
"MF" did not appear on the 1732 real de a ocho. 

If you bought your copy of 
Numismatic History of Mexico second- 
hand, and if the "Errata" pages were 
missing, if you'll just send me a self- 
addressed, stamped envelope. I'll Xerox 
my copies and drop the copies into the 
mails. 

And now to the political campaign 
buttons you see illustrated here. 

You name it, and somebody's 
counterfeiting it! 

Having been invited by Eileen Elfant 
to attend a meeting of the Gulf Coast 
Chapter of the APIC (American Political 
Items Collectors) In Houston, I was given 
a fast "education" by her husband, 
Martin, and by Norman Lowenstein, the 
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chapter's president, on the number of faked items foisted on political Items collectors. 

For readers no more informed than was I, my understanding is that political items 
primarily are campaign buttons which, prior to television, seem to have been used 
more generally than now by candidates for public office. 

Incidentally, the APIC successfully rang a lot of congressional doorbells In behalf 
of The Hobby Protection Act after we'd got it past the House Commerce Committee's 
public hearing, thus all of us coin collectors owe APIC a vote of thanks! 

The four counterfeit campaign buttons pictured here today are from a cigar-box 
of fakes which Eileen and Martin had acquired over the years. 

As with counterfeit coins, some fake buttons easily are detected by the 
experienced collector, but the amateur gets ''taken." And some fakes are so well- 
made that even the experienced collector must have a known-genuine specimen with 
which to compare. At the top of this page is one such fake, a counterfeit botton of 
Wendell Willkie who took on FDR without success in 1940. Merely a lack of sharpness 
gives the fake away. 

Collectors have a word for counterfeit buttons, brummagen. My Merriam- 
Webster defines it, ''showy but trashy." 

Under that heading falls the Woodrow Wilson button, page opposite. In 1%8 this 
was put out as an advertising gimmick. It does carry a warning, if you can find it! I n very 
tiny letters around the back edge, ''Kleenix Tissues '68" ... fifty-six years after Wilson's 
campaign for the presidency. 

Also on the page opposite is a fake 1904 button of the Democrats' candidates. 
Judge Alton Brooks Parker of New York for president and Mr. Davis for veep, defeated 
by Theodore Roosevelt. 

As in numismatics, there're concoctions ... something dreamed up with a fast 
buck in mind. One concoction Is a photo (not shown here) of Nebraskan William 
Jennings Bryan on a 55mm button, and also on the back of a pocket mirror. None of 
the silver-tongued Bryan's three unsuccessful presidential campaigns as the 
Democrats' nominee ever used either of those concoctions. 

Incidentally, Bryan was elected to the U.S. House of Representatives, served four 
years, ran for the Senate, was defeated and never won another election as long as he 
lived, yet controlled the Democratic Party by his oratory. 

Also shown is a fake button of the Democrats' candidate Adlai Stevenson from 
Illinois. Even the original Adlai button couldn't beat Ike. 

Yes, I must agree with the APIC that there's a lot of American history in their low- 
budget hobby and, these days, that feature has its attractions! 

CENTURY OLD NOTES 

Few among the thriftiest Scotchmen have made a penny go further than a firm of 
brass and copper wire manufacturers, who recently drew a copper coin into a two 
thousand seven hundred feet - more than a half a mile-of wire. — American Journal 
of Numismatics, April, 1875. 
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■ Each of us has his personal tastes, likes 
and dislikes in many things, including 
numismatic items. It has been my policy 
never to criticize another person for his 
collecting preferences, provided what 
he collects is not cheap junk. I do like 
quality workmanship. 

The largest private mint in the country 
has a reputation for very high standards 
of workmanship and quality products, 
although its products are not of the style 
I admire and covet. By contrast, a west 
coast firm is producing colorful 
enameled medals and other Items that 
are low cost but not of the type of

workmanship claimed. Before buying 
any product one should make an effort 
to determine that its properties and 
characteristics are as claimed. You don't 
want a nice shiny coin or medal that is 
said to be a proof but was not so 
produced, nor a '"diamond" ring with a 
stone made of high-quality glass, nor 
should you have a "cloisonne" piece 
that was manufactured by an entirely 
different (and usually very inferior) 
process. 

Cloisonne is a very old process of 
producing enamelwork In which the 
colored areas are separated by thin 
metal bands (usually gold) fixed by hand 
edgewise on the ground or base, 
generally copper, bronze or silver. Such 
work was produced in many countries 
beginning in the Roman Empire days but 
the finest and most abundantly produc- 
ed was probably in China during the 
Ming dynasty (1368-1644). 

Champleve (pronounced chan-le*va) 
is another old process in which the cells 
that hold the enamel are cut into the 
ground metal, leaving raised lines of the 
metal that form the outline of the 
design. In modern times the cells and 
raised lines may be formed by die

match safe, probably some 75 years old. 
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stamping the metal. In either case, the 
enameling process is the same as for 
cloisonne work. 

Examination of the accompanying il- 
lustrations will reveal a subtle but dis- 
tinguishing feature of the two processes. 
In the case of cloisonne, the ends of the 
strips outlining the design are seldom 
joined together, whereas the raised lines 
on the champleve case are continuous. 

The private mint mentioned earlier is 
now producing four champleve plates 


that, according to its announcements, 
will be true works of the enameler's art. 
They are not cheap in price or quality, as 
truly fine art never is, and they are not 
misrepresented. 

One last word. Do you remember the 
old flatware that bore the trade name 
''Durigold?'" The federal government 
made the manufacturer eliminate the 
''gold" from the name because the 
metal contained no gold. Now it Is 
known as "Dirilyte."

The first solid gold Holy Year medal will be presented to the Pope. Other medals have been 
reserved for presentation to each of the twelve U.S. membersof the College of Cardinals, as well 
as the Smithsonian Institution and the ANA museum. 

The Holy Year was inaugurated in 1300, and is now held every twenty-five years ''to celebrate 
the jubilee of renewal and reconciliation," The ancient tradition grants pilgrims to Rome 
remission for their sins. 

The obverse of the medal features profiles of Pope Boniface VIII, who began the Holy Year 
tradition, and Pope Paul VI, who is presiding over the 25th celebration. 

The reverse design depicts the Pope officiating at the traditional Holy Year open ing ceremony 
on Christmas Eve at the sealed Holy Door of St. Peter's Basilica in Rome. The doorway, which had 
been walled up since the last Holy Year in 1950, will remain open to pilgrims until the end of the 
celebration on Christmas Eve, 1975. 

The medals were created by award-winning sculptress Elizabeth Jones in the shadow of the 
Vatican in Rome. 

The medals will be struck in traditional religious metals and in extremely limited editions. A 
solid 18 kt. gold edition will be limited to just 100, 1 1/4 In. in diameter, at $400 each. 

All other editions will be 2 1/2 in. in diameter. A 24 kt. gold on silver vermeil edition will be 
limited to 500 medals at $100. A pure (.999 fine) silver edition, with an antique patina finish, will be 
limited to 1000 medals at $75. A solid bronze edition, with an antique patina finish, will be limited 
to 2500 medals at $10. 

All medals will be hallmarked and individually numbered to certify their limited edition status. 

Insurance, postage and handling is $1 .25 additional for the gold, vermeil and silver medals, and 
75 cents extra for the bronze edition. The medals are available from the Medallic Art Company, 
Old Ridgebury Rd., Danbury, Connecticut 06810.

The Roman Coin Project 


Move over, Columbus, Edison, Marconi; make way for Mark R. Topor and Richard 
Sharon, Jr. Just what do these five persons have in common? They all achieved 
spectacular firsts of one sort or another. Columbus was the first European to set foot in 
the New World (if you don't count Lief Ericson); Edison was the first to talk into a 
machine that spoke the same words back to him; and Marconi was the first to send a 
message through space. How about Topor and Sharon? Topor was the first man (and a 
junior at that) to earn a Roman coin in the ANA ''Roman Coin Project;" and Sharon 
was not only the first junior to earn two coins but he was also the first to earn three! 
Who will be the first earner of four coins? Maybe you. Why not? 


Let's see what these young 
numismatists did and earned. Mark 
brought a program to his fifth grade class 
in Toll Gate School, Pennington, New 
Jersey. Mark's topic was "The Indian 
Head Penny." His key point of informa- 
tion was that the head of the mint's 
daughter, dressed in an authentic Indian 
Chief's headdress, posed for the familiar 
profile that we now so treasure. The 
head of the mint believed that this 
would symbolize our mutual 
friendships. For this Mark has earned a 
small bronze (AE-3) of Diocletian (284- 
305). 

Mark earned a second coin, 
Constantine I (307-337) for exhibiting at 
Toll Gate School. He showed Indian 
head cents and both victory and buffalo 
nickels. 

As for Richard Sharon, the first to earn 
both two and three Roman coins, his 
nicest achievement was a fine article 
published in the December MICH- 
MATIST, the official magazine of the 
Michigan State Numismatic Society. His 
subject was: "The Greatest Error of the 
Seventies." As you have already un- 
doubtedly suspected, his topic concerns 
the 1972 double die cents. Richard 
brought out that there are three distinct 
types of this rather rare error which last 
occurred in 1955. Type one is the coin 
with the most doubling. The whole 
obverse is shifted about a degree or so; it 
is the most valuable and retails for about 
$85. Types two and three are doubled 
only in a few places around the obverse 
of the coin, mainly in the letters of IN 


GOD WE TRUST; values fluctuate 
around $3-$7. 

But the real heart of Richard's opus is 
explaining how double dieing occurs. 
However, this discussion is much too 
lengthy for inclusion here. Hopefully, 
space permitting, it might sometime 
appear in the Young Numismatist. For 
this Richard has earned a bronze of 
Constantine the Great (307-337). 

For Richard's second coin, he spoke to 
the juniors of the Warren Coin Club, on 
the subject of inaugural medals. He had 
a pleasing audience of twenty juniors 
and two adults. For this he received a 
coin of Probus (276-282). For his third 
coin he exhibited at the Michigan State 
Numismatic Society on November 16. 
This earned him a coin of Maximinianus 
(286-309). 

Another earner of a Roman coin is 
Doug Sullivan, Barstow, Illinois, who 
specializes in elongated coins. Doug 
earned a coin of Emperor Tetricus (270- 
273) for an article in TEC News on why he 
became interested in elongated coins. 

James Personius of Buffalo Grove, 
Illinois, garnered a Constantine II (337- 
340) for his article concerning the new 
bicentennial coins and published in his 
school paper. Incidentally, this looks 
like a neat way for you juniors who feel 
weakly inclined, in a literary way, to 
earn a Roman coin: write for your school 
paper. 

Doug Winters, New York City, picked 
up a Saldnina, wife of Gallienus, (253- 
268) and a Tetricus (270-273) for speaking 
on colonial coins and exhibiting at a 
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New York show in November. His ex- 
hibit garnered a first place. 
Congratulations! 

Albert W. Mayes III of Melrose, 
Massachusetts, succeeded in acquiring 
an Antoninianus of Aurelian (270-275) in 
a rather interesting manner. He chose to 
exhibit and explain seventy coins at a 
Scout Skillshow, estimating that several 
thousand people passed by his exhibit. 
He also explained requirements for ear- 
ning a Scout Coin Collecting Merit 
Badge. This looks like a good wrinkle for 
some of you other juniors to try. 

Timothy Chorvat, Chicago, Illinois, 
earned two Roman coins, one of which 
came for being president of the Peter- 
son Coin Club. (He goes to Peterson 


Elementary School). Tim is the first to 
earn a coin for holding down an office in 
a coin club. For this he has received a 
Marcus Aurelius (161-180) as. Yes, as is a 
coin denomination, the sixteenth part of 
a denarius which was the standard of 
Roman coins, sort of like our dollar. The 
writing of several articles In their 
Peterson Club Bulletin resulted in his 
second coin, Constantius II (337-361) 
identified as a centenlonalis. 

To the rest of you juniors. If you 
haven't earned a Roman coin or two you 
are missing out on something. Write me 
immediately for a ''Roman Coin Request 
Form" which contains full instructions.

Tribute to ‘‘Scoop^^ Jackson 



Senator Henry M. '‘Scoop" Jackson (D-Wash.) has been named “Man of the Year" by The 
Judaic Heritage Society and a solid gold award medal has been struck in his honor. In making this 
announcement, Robert Weber, the society's president, stated that “the 1974 award honors 
Senator Jackson for his determined fight to secure freedom for Soviet Jews." 

The 1974 “Man of the Year" award is being presented for the third consecutive year by the 
society which has dedicated itself to recording in precious metals the enduring traditions and 
achievements of the Jewish people. Through its annual award medal, the society recognizes men 
and women, Jews and non-Jews alike, who have rendered significant service to the Jewish 
people. Previous recipients have been President Harry S. Truman (1972) and Prime Minister 
Golda Meir (1973). 

The obverse of the 1974 “Scoop" Jackson Medal shows the Senator, with a background 
vignette of Soviet refugees alighting from a plane. The reverse bears the inscription : “The Judaic 
Heritage Society honors Senator Henry M. Jackson for his fight for freedom for Russian Jews. 
Kislev 5735. December 1974." The medal was designed by Oscar Harris and sculpted by Karen 
Worth and Thomas Park. Limited edition proof medals are being struck by The Franklin Mint for 
collectors in gold on solid sterling silver and In sterling silver at a cost of $32 and $25 respectively.

After the Roman Forces withdrew from England (about 450), the use of thecoinage 
that they left behind still prevailed. As money became more scarce, gold and silver 
coins from the Merovingian kingdom appeared as a result of a renewal of trade 
activity. 

Eventually, these coins were copied by the Anglo Saxons and this represented their 
first attempt at Issuing their own coinage. These coins were referred to as thrymsa. 

These coins, however, were of short duration and were replaced by sceattae: small, 
thick silver coins worth one twentieth of a shilling. In design, they were often copies of 
the Roman coin-typesor resembled the Merovingian and Byzantine coins. They area 
representation of the Anglo-Saxon art of the seventh and eighth centuries.

Coins — Currency — Medals 

THE BEAUTY AND LORE OF COINS 
CURRENCY AND MEDALS by Elvira and 
Vladimir Clain-Stefanelli. 1974. 256 pp. Ulus. 
Hard cover. Riverwood Publishers Ltd. 
Croton> On- Hudson, NY 10520. $25. 

During the last decade or so a number 
of books have appeared which have 
emphasized the aesthetic aspects of 
coins by employing elaborate 
photographic and printing techniques. 
One of such books is the general work 
by John Porteous (1964), to which the 
present book by Elvira and Vladmir 
Clain-Stefanelli bears a number of 
similarities. Mrs. Clain-Stefanelli has 
written a number of books, of which her 
general numismatic bibliography (1965) 
is especially important. 

One of the most striking and im- 
aginative features of the Clain-Stefanelli 
book is the juxtaposition of illustrations 
of coins with illustrations suggestive of 
their historical backgrounds, such as an 
Athenian tetradrachm with a fragment 
of a Greek vase, medieval Bohemian 
coins with Karlstein Castle and Sassanian 
silver drachms with a Sassanian silver 
plate. Many of the illustrations are done 
in color printing of high quality and 
accuracy. 

As might be expected from the fact 
that the authors are numismatic curators 
of the Smithsonian Institution, most of 
the illustrations are of specimens in the 
vast collections of the Institution. In 
addition to chapters on coins as such, 
other chapters are devoted to primitive 
money, paper money, counterfeits and 
medals. 

The text, which is written with a 
magnanimous perspective and breadth, 
is unfortunately marred here and there 
by a number of errors and questionable 
or misleading statements. Let a few 


examples suffice: on page 15 the Indian 
word rupee is said to have originated 
from a Sanskrit word for ''cattle,'' but the 
generally accepted etymology (Oxford 
English Dictionary, Vol. VII, p. 917) has it 
originating from Sanskrit rupya, mean- 
ing "wrought silver." (This reviewer 
conjectures that the Indian word might 
have its origin in the same root from 
which rouble is derived, since the 
generally accepted etymology of the 
Russian denomination is Russian rubit, 
"to chop," and since Sanskrit and Rus- 
sian are both satem languages.) 

The Hohenstaufen emperor who 
struck the augustalis was Frederick II, 
not Frederick I (p. 106). The translation 
of the motto, "Imperat aut servit," (p. 
127) would more appropriately be: term 
Loeser with the idea that the Brunswick 
pieces thus designated were 
"redeemable coins." (German Ibsen 
means "to redeem.") This is perhaps a 
picturesque folk etymology, but a much 
more probable etymology (Der Crosse 
Brockhaus, 1928 edition, Vol. XI, p. 572) 
considers the word to be a shortened 
form of Portugalbser, the German form 
of a designation for a Portuguese gold 
coin. 

On page 139 the denomination of 
one-and-one-half dalers is given as the 
lowest one of the Swedish copper plate 
money, rather than one-half daler, as 
was the case. The date of the introduc- 
tion of differentiated designs for the 
United States minor silver 
denominations was 1916, not 1961 (p. 
170). The weight of the early Umayyad 
dinar was not the same as that of the 
Byzantine solidus (p. 176), but rather 
about 5% less. (It has been conjectured 
that the lower weight of the dinar was in 
keeping with the actual average weights 
of somewhat worn solid!.) 

On page 184 it is implied that square 
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coins were an innovation by Akbar and 
that ''square coins soon became a per- 
manent feature of the Indian coinage/' 
Actually, square coins had ancient 
antecedents in India, inasmuch as many 
of the ancient, enigmatic karshapanas 
(punch-marked silver pieces) as well as 
bronze coins of the Bactrian series were 
square or rectangular. The list of early 
Meiji gold coins (p. 189) omits the most 
commonly encountered denomination, 
the gold yen. 

The long chapter (pp. 58-81) on 
Roman coinage is written on the basis of 
intimate knowledge of this series and is 
perhaps the best in the book. (This 
reviewer still has a distinct recollection 
of an informative exhibit of Roman 
Republican coins put up by Mrs. Clain- 
Stefanelli at the 1952 ANA meeting held 
in New York.) 

On the other hand, the vast, complex 
and highly interesting coinage of the 
Indian subcontinent is accorded only 
three pages. 

The colored illustrations of banknotes 
(pp. 190, 191, 199, 200, 205, 206, 207, 208, 
209, 210 and 211) are especially attractive 
and valuable, since there are few 
references which give any appreciable 
number of such reproductions in color. 
But, one looks In vain for any Il- 
lustrations of the Russian banknotes 
issued around the turn of the century, 
which are often considered to be the 
most beautiful banknotes ever issued 
and which therefore might be expected 
in a book emphasizing the aesthetic 
aspects of money. 

Excellent though the illustrations In 
this book are, their value could have 
been enhanced considerably by inclu- 
sion of the weights in the captions. The 
text would have become more lucid and 
convenient if references would have 
been made in it to the numbers of the 
illustrations, since the text and the il- 
lustrations are generally not very well 
coordinated In the first place. 

It Is expected that the excellent and 
imaginative illustrations of this book will 
cause copies of it to grace many coffee 
tables in spite of its price. Its vividly 
written but not always accurate text will 


also inspire a greater appreciation of the 
historical background of coins In per- 
sons with an awakening or potential 
interest in numismatics. — Dr. Charles E. 
Weber

The first catalog covering more than 
8,000 numismatic issues of The Franklin 
Mint has been released by the publisher, 
Krause Publications. Guidebook of 
Franklin Mint Issues is the latest edition 
to the Krause Publications numismatic 
catalog line. 

The guidebook covers all numismatic 
issues of the Franklin Mint from 1965 
through 1973. This includes the official 
monetary coins struck by the mint under 
authorization of seven foreign 
governments since 1969. 

In addition to the official coinage 
listed, the guidebook covers tokens, 
commemorative issues, individual 
medallic issues, art series, promotional 
issues, silver ingots, collector plates, 
Christmas ornament issues, fine art pla- 
ques, special spoon issues, and the 
Gilroy Roberts Zodiac medals. 

Besides the individual listings, the 
guidebook provides complete mintage 
figures and detailed information on size, 
metallic composition, year of issue, and 
issue price. Specially helpful to collec- 
tors and dealers is the current market 
value for most pieces.

Club Nominations for Officers of the ANA 

The president's official call for nominations in this year's election of ANA 
officers was published in the January issue of The Numismatist, page 44. 

The purpose of this notice is to point out two^ new bylaw requirements for 
nominations by clubs. Such written nominations must bear the signatures of 
two of the club's officers, and their mailing addresses also. 

Repeating from the January notice, nominations must be postmarked not 
later than April 15 to be accepted. Members may not nominate a number of 
candidates for any office in excess of the number to be elected thereto. 

It is suggested that nominators, both club and individual, reread the complete 
'"call" in the January issue. Nominations are not votes, of course, but they are 
essential to placing a candidate's name on the ballot to be mailed to all members 
except juniors. 
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CANADA — Third Series of Canada's Olympic Coins Launched Worldwide... 

The third series of sterling silver Canadian Olympic coins, officially introduced at 
special press showings in the United States, in Canada, in the Pacific and in Europe late 
in January, will be on sale in all these markets. 

Announcing the introduction in New York, Austin P. Page, managing director of the 
Canadian Olympic Coin Program said, ''The program, which came into operation in 
most countries at the beginning of 1974, is doing well on a worldwide basis. Gross sales 
for the first year are $89 million with a net profit of $29 million. 

"This profit has been realized in spite of the fact that, in the United States, which is 
the world's largest and most complex market for modern coins, nationwide sales 
began only last summer. We hope and except that the United States will be our biggest 
market outside Canada." 

At the ceremony. Page presented a check for $45,000 to the U.S. Olympic 
Committee to help finance the U.S. Olympic teams which will compete In the 1976 
Summer Olympics in Montreal. It brings the total amount given so far to the U.S. 
Olympic Committee by the Canadian Olympic Coin Program to $120,000 and is one of 
a series of checks to be presented which, it is anticipated, will total several million 
dollars by the summer of 1976. 

The coins are official Canadian currency. There are twenty-eight coins in all, minted 
in seven series of two $5 and two $10 coins each. The first two series are now being sold 
in the United States through banks, by coin dealers and by mail. 

"The value of the coins for collectors will be protected," Page announced, "by 
limiting Series III to one and a quarter million sets." The two previous Issues were 
restricted to two million sets each. 

"Limiting the third series means that those collectors who do succeed in acquiring 
the entire 20-coin, seven series set will have a very valuable collection," Page added. 

The third series was designed by Ken Danby, the well-known Canadian artist. It 
features early Canadian sports — lacrosse, cycling, rowing and canoeing. 

The first series highlights the Canadian sites for the Games. The second depicts 
ancient Olympic motifs. Future series will cover such subjects as track and field sports, 
water sports, and team and body contact sports. 



Canoeing — $5 coin 

In Canada's early days canoeing was fre- 
quently the only means of transportation over 
the inland waterways of the new land. 
Featured in competitions of skill between 
voyageurs and Indian teams, canoeing later 
evolved into the sport which, along with 
rowing, has made regattas very popular in 
Canada. 


Rowing — $5 coin 

The first Canadian athlete to win the world 
championship (in 1880) was sculler Ned 
Hanlan of Toronto. At the turn of the century 
40,000 spectators attended regattas in 
Valleyfield and St. Catharines. The St. John’s, 
Newfoundland, regatta is the oldest organiz- 
ed sporting event in North America.

Cycling — $10 coin 
Cycling was a popular sport in Canada even in 
the 1870's when the penny farthing machine 
was the bicycle of the day. The first of the 
many cycling clubs formed at the time was in 
Montreal, site of the 1976 Olympic Games. 


Lacrosse — $10 coin 

Lacrosse, a sport developed by the North 
American Indians, became so popular with 
settlers In Canada that it was declared 
Canada's official sport in 1867. An Olympic 
sport only during the games of 1908, today It 
has counterparts in several current field 
games. 


TheOlympic Coin Program was created in July, 1973, by aspecialActof theCanadian 
Parliament to help fund the 1976 Summer Olympic Games in Montreal through the 
worldwide sale of specially minted sterling silver coins. Three percent of the face value 
of every coin sold goes to the Olympic Committee of the country in which it is sold to 
help that country's own Olympic team and amateur sports in general.

The first and second series of 1976 sterling silver Olympic coins are available 
throughout the United States, with the third series due to come on to the market. 

In all, there will be seven series of coins — each consisting of two $5 and two $10 
coins and each bearing a unique design relating to Canada or the XXI Olympiad. 

All the coins are sterling silver and all are individually encapsulated for protection. 
All are Canadian coin of the realm. 

They are available as proof coins (double-struck collectors' coins) and as brilliant 
uncirculated coins.

The brilliant uncirculated coins can be ordered through banks and other financial 
institutions and can be purchased directly from authorized coin dealers.

The first series proof coins are $75 per set, plus a handling charge of $3.50. Because 
of the rise in the price of silver since the minting of the first series, a price of $85.00 plus 
handling has been guaranteed for Series ll-VII to subscription buyers. 

The brilliant uncirculated coins sell at $65 per set in presentation cases. 


COSTA RICA — Third Series Issued of Conservation Coins... 

Costa Rica has issued the third series of coins in a unique numismatic venture 
sponsored by the World Wildlife Fund which involves twenty-four participating 
countries for over four years. Three new coins, one gold and two silver of the same 
sizes and weights, are released as legal tender every two months by one of the 
wuntrics. The coins are minted in limited numbers to the most exact 

specifications in both proof and uncirculated condition. 
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The Costa Rican gold coin, 34 nriillimeiers,with the Great Anteater on its reverse side 
is issued at 1 ,500 colones. The large silver coin, 42 millimeters and 100 colones, features 
the manatee, the fast disappearing sea cow which according to legend sailors have 
often mistaken as the mythical mermaid. The smaller silver coin, 38 millimeters and 50 
colones, shows the green turtle. All three coins have the Costa Rican national coat of 
arms on their obverse sides. 

Spink & Son, Ltd., London, England, the world's oldest numismatic authority is 
managing the Conservation Coin Collection. Thecolns are beingmintedanddesigned 
at the Royal Mint in London. 

The first issue in the collection was released by the Bank of Indonesia last October. 
Tanzania released the second Issue in December. 

The Indonesian silver coins were a complete sell-out world-wide. 

Proceeds from the sale of these coins go to World Wildlife Fund International, the 
World Wildlife appeals within the countries that are selling the coins, and the 
conservation departments of the participating Issuing nations.

UNITED STATES — Mint Lowers Price on Bicentennial Silver Proof Sets... 

Mrs. Mary Brooks, Director fo the Mint, announced on January 19, a price 
reduction of $3.00 for the three-piece 40% silver Bicentennial proof coin set and the 
removal of the limitation on orders for both the proof and uncirculated silver sets 
commemorating the 200th anniversary of American Independence. 

The announcement was made in Colorado Springs while Mrs. Brooks wasattending 
the dedication of the ANA's new museum galleries and a meeting of leaders gathered 
to discuss the state of the hobby. 

The lower price of $12 per set forthesilver proof coins and the unlimited number of 
sets individuals may now order anytime through July 4, 1976, is made possible through 
the planned introduction of a new automated system for the production of proof 
coins. The new breakthrough in automation will increase production and substantial- 
ly replace the current slow manual production and Inspection methods of proof 
coins. 

The old price of $15 per set was determined during the oil embargo, a time of 
uncertainty as to the availability, price and future delivery of crucial packaging 
materials. 

'M'm exceedingly proud and happy to pass on to the customer the lower 
manufacturing costs realized from new and faster production techniques for special 
coins," Mrs. Brooks said. "The newly designed coins in our Bicentennial silver sets are 
historic pieces. Our added production capacity, together with the extended 18- 
month ordering period, will greatly help toward reaching our goal of making these 
sets available to every American wanting them." 

Congress has imposed a production limit of at least 45,000,000 silver Bicentennial 
coins and shipment of the mail-ordered sets begins after July 4, 1975. 

United States proof coins are celebrated for their gemlike, virtually flawless quality. 
Heretofore, their production required operators to hand feed the presses and singly 
inspect each double struck coin. 
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Mary T. Brooks, Director of the Mint, views the new automated handling system for feeding coin 
blanks to a Proof press developed by the AMF Electrical Products Development, Alexandria, 
Virginia. The system can handle dollar coins at the rate of twenty-two coins per minute and later 
it will be adapted to handle 25 and 50-cent pieces. Proof coin production takes place only at the 
San Francisco minting facility. 

The new automatic proof coin handling system automates the feeding of blanks to a 
proof coin press and places the finished coin into a color coded coin tray providing 
faster inspection of the finished product. Minimal handling also results in less rejects 
due to accidental scratching. 

The prototype system is presently operational to handle dollar coins at the rate of 
twenty-five coins per minute and, by spring, will be further developed to handle 25 
and 50 cent pieces. 

Beginning March 14, refunds will be sent to those persons who have already 
ordered the three-piece silver Bicentennial proof sets at the higher price.

Weiss Philatelic-Numismatic Features, 
a news feature service that reports hob- 
by news, recently announced the 
winners of the Bertha Weisz Memorial 
Contest for newspaper stamp and coin 
columnists. The award, a memorial to 
Bertha Weisz who died in April,i1973|, 
after devoting a lifetime to an interest in 
stamps, is made every two years for the 
best stamp and best coin column 
appearing in a newspaper with a circula- 
tion of more than 50,000 copies per 
issue. 

Weiss Features judged the contest on 
the basis of originality, research and 
news of subject matter; columns based 
on routine press releases were not judg- 
ed in the contest. 

A $50 U.S. bond, plus a plaque were 
awarded for the best coin column in 
1974 to Maurice M. Gould, Tustin, 
California. Columns submitted by 
Gould were featured in the Buffalo 
Evening News and the Atlanta Journal. 

A similar award was also made to the 
best stamp column in 1974 by Ernest A. 
Kehr, Richmond Hill, New York. Kehr's 
columns ran in the Long Island Newsday 
and Chicago News.

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Dues Increase Outlined 

At their midyear meeting of January 15-17 in Colorado Springs, the ANA governors 
voted unanimously to increase the dues of all classes of membership except associate. 
The new dues, outlined herein, will be effective for all new members whose 
applications are postmarked after May 31 . Present members who have paid their 1975 
dues will continue to enjoy the lower rates until January 1, 1976. 

The increases are necessitated Henceforth, the board directed, 
primarily by two factors: rising costs of magazines returned to headquarters 


operation, due primarily to inflation, 
and the very real need for the associa- 
tion to enlarge Its scope of services to its 
members and to the hobby in general. 

All present and potential members 
know of the effects of inflation upon 
their personal expenses and on the 
operating costs of all businesses and 
organizations. To mention a few in the 
case of ANA: postage, including mailing 
The Numismatist, increased from $29,- 
000 last year to an estimated $50,000 this 
year (and further postal increases are 
likely soon); paper on which The 
Numismatist is printed went up over 
one-third in the latter half of 1974; 
printing costs increased from $155,000 
last year to an expected $200,000 this 
year. 

One expense, created largely by our 
continually moving population, results 
from failure of some members to give 
enough advance notice to headquarters 
of changes in mailing addresses. Postal 
rules prohibit the forwarding of second 
class mail, even when the post office has 
the new address. Magazines are return- 
ed to headquarters with the new ad- 
dress, when known to the post office, 
shown on the envelope. For this service 
we are charged 40<t per copy. 

Then, a new envelope must be ad- 
dressed and the magazine remailed, at 
an additional postage cost of 300: per 
copy. Thus the transaction has cost us 
(from dues payments) 70<t per magazine 
plus the original cost of mailing, and 
sometimes two issues are involved 
before we get the new address. 


due to an address change will be 
remailed only upon specific written re- 
quest of members. To avoid missed 
magazines, notice of a change of address 
must be recieved at headquarters at least 
six (6) weeks in advance of Its effective 
date. 

The $5.00 application fee, payable 
with the application and the applicable 
first year's dues, still applies to regular 
and club memberships. The new dues 
will be in effect for those whose 
applications are postmarked after May 
31, 1975, and does not apply to current 
members who have paid their 1975 dues. 

Now, back to the necessity for in- 
creases in dues of various classes of 
membership. Even with careful 
budgeting of the anticipated 1974-75 
fiscal year income, it Is expected that the 
year's operation will be some $17,000 to 
$20,000 "'in the red." Members should 
realize that none of the cost of the 
addition to our museum came or will 
come from the operating fund and so 
does not contribute to this deficit. 

It is obvious that essential costs will 
continue to increase, although hopeful- 
ly the inflation rate will be lower, so that 
without a substantial increase In 
revenue next year's operation would 
put the association in an intolerable 
position. Your elected and appointed 
officers, and the entire headquarters 
staff, promise the most efficient opera- 
tion they can provide, consistent with 
service that members have the right to 
expect.

It has been seventeen years since the last ANA j 

convention in Los Angeles and those who have not seen the Southland since then will 
have difficulty recognizing the new environment. < 

New buildings, freeways, parks, beaches, housing developments, and other ^ 

features have remade Los Angeles into a rapidly evolving metropolis. It is still * 

breathtaking for incoming flight passengers to see the backdrop of the Santa Monica i 

and San Bernardino Mountains (usually snow covered) behind the tall modern 
downtown skyline. <

The summer in Los Angeles has made 
it a major tourist time. It rarely ever rains 
between May and October and the daily 
temperatures are warm with cool 
evenings. The humidity is almost always 
below 50 % and quite comfortable both 
during the day and the evening. Visitors 
from the rest of the country immediately 
appreciate the comfortable warm 
weather in the summer as compared 
with most of the nation where the 


summer humidity makes outdoor ac- 
tivities uncomfortable. 

The heart of the city, Olvera Street, 
extends one block from the Old Plaza, 
where the city was founded almost two 
centuries ago. Today, the downtown 
area lies across the intersection of three 
major freeways in contrast to the large 
trees and cobblestones of the old plaza 
and surrounding park. The Plaza 
Reconstruction Project has restored 
many of the older brick and masonry 
buildings and streets surrounding the 
Old Plaza giving the area the 
appearance it once had in times when 
horses instead of cars dominated the 
streets. 

The city is the largest metropolis west 
of Chicago and has over two million 
inhabitants. It extends over eighty miles 
from one extreme to the other. It in- 
cludes mountains, beaches, valleys, 
desert, major industries, a seaport, a 
major railroad center, and the largest 
network of freeways of any city. Most 
persons use the automobile for private 
transportation. Distances are referred to 
in terms of minutes of travel time instead 
of miles. 

Natural features of the city include the 
famous La Brea Tar Pits located on busy 
Wilshire Boulevard in West Los Angeles. 
These pits have provided us with ac-

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curate glimpses of the animal life which 
once filled the lowlands of the Los 
Angeles basin hundreds of thousands of 
years ago. Today, life-sized statues of 
sabre-toothed tigers and mastadons 
stand in and near the tar pits. 

The San Fernando Valley changed 
from citrus groves and walnut orchards 
after World War II into the fastest grow- 
ing suburban-styled housing develop- 
ment in the country. Thousands of 
American servicemen returning from 
the Pacific admired what they saw in the 
Valley and uprooted themselves and 
their families to make the area the city's 
major suburb. Communities within the 
Valley include: Canoga Park, Studio 
City, Northridge, Van Nuys, North 
Hollywood and Reseda, among others. 

Several mountain peaks lie within the 
city and one of the most famous is the 
site of the Griffith Park Observatory. The 
park is a major wildlife area within the 
city and includes trails, theaters, picnic 
grounds, athletic facilities and many 
recreational areas including the Los 
Angeles Zoo. 

Since 1960, the city has undertaken 


major renovation and improvement 
projects. The downtown area, once 
dominated by the ''pointy building" 
(City Hall) now has several major 
skyscrapers which dwarf the old City 
Hall. The Convention Center occupies a 
site which was an urban blight. The 
Dorothy Chandler Pavilion in the down- 
town Music Center Complex recently 
celebrated its tenth anniversary. The 
three theaters feature major theater, 
operatic, and orchestral productions 
throughout the year. 


Los Angeles City Hall. 
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The Wilshire District, once noted by 
its storefronts, apartments and small 
hotels. Is now known as “The Miracle 
Mile/' Major office buildings, stores, 
and new hotels characterize the new 
Wilshire Boulevard. The University of 
California at Los Angeles (UCLA) located 
at the western end of the boulevard has 
undergone major physical changes In 
recent years and is a prominent tourist 
attraction. 

Growth in other colleges and univer- 
sities have also made them very visible to 
tourists and prospective students alike. 
They include: University of Southern 
California (located near Exposition Park 
and the Los Angeles Memorial 
Coliseum), California State University at 
Los Angeles, Pepperdine University, 
Loyola University, California State 
College at Dominguez Hills, in addition 
to several two year community colleges. 

Tourism is a major Industry in the city 
and surrounding areas. Recent surveys 
have found that the two largest tourist 
attractions in the country are located 
nearby — Disneyland and the Rose 
Parade held each New Year's Day. Other 
attractions which cater to millions of 
Southland tourists include major movie 
and television studios. The Universal 
City tour is one of the largest organized 
tours and serves thousands of persons 
daily. Other tours are available to the 
NBC studies, Warner Brothers movie lot, 
and several of the television studios. 

Knotts Berry Farm in nearby Buena 
Park is the site of a farm which has grown 

The Wilshire District. 



into a major restoration and conserva- 
tion center. Walter Knott and his family 
have captured the essence of old time 
California including actual mining 
equipment, railroads, trolley cars, old 
buildings, and recreations of pre-1900 
memorabilia. A full-scale reproduction 
of Independence Hall occupies a large 
site at the farm and includes scheduled 
tours with animations describing the 
famous events that occurred in the 
original building.

HALF EAGLES 

The first early com in this offering is an Unc. 1802/1 Half Eagle ($5); it is 
one of the nicer examples I have seen of this popular early overdate. An 
excellent strike with much original mint luster. The surface is particularly 
nice with negligible bag marks and only a single minor edge nick. Some 
evidence of clashed dies on obverse and reverse priced at $3650. 


Next we come to the 1803/2 Half Eagle, another overdate. Choice Almost 
Uncirculated with sharp hair and feather details. This is the interesting 
variety with a strong die break through the bottom of the date. A lovely coin 
with a clear overdate $27.00. 

In the early days of the mint’s operation, as can be seen from the two 
preceding coins, every effort was made to extend the life of old dies. Other 
interesting coin varieties were created when the die engravers made errors, 
which were then corrected. 

One of the more obvious examples of this practice is this 1804 Half Eagle 
with the first 3 digits of the date clearly re-engraved over much larger 
numbers. The reverse has much original luster and is very close to Mint 
State: the obverse is Almost Uncirculated $1975. 

The 1806 Half Eagle is a real Brilliant Uncirculated specimen! No 
rubbing, virtually no bag marks and most desirable. The coin is exceptional 
and should please the most descriminating collector $3850. 

First years of issue have always been popular, and the 1807 Half Eagle is 
no exception. Our coin has its original color and only the slightest rubbing 
taking It out of the strict Uncirculated category according to our standards 
(however many would not hesitate to call a coin of this quality "Brilliant 
Uncirculated”) $1795.
